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Buddy Antunez (Suz) swept both nights 
of racing at the PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series in Sacramento, California, Febru- 
ary 26-27. Antunez won both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes over the course of 
the weekend. Jeromy Buehl (Hon) took 
runner-up honors twice, while Greg 
Rand (Kaw) and Lance Smail (KTM) 
took second place in the other two races. 
Title contender Jeff Willoh (Hon) suf- 
fered a dislocated elbow and will be out 
of action for four to six weeks. Antunez 
now enjoys a 92-point lead over Buehl, 
901-809. 


Scott Myers (Yam) won round seven of 
the Stadium Thunder Bikes Series in El 
Paso, Texas, February 27. Chris Ridge- 
way (Yam) finished second, and Spud 
Walters (Yam) took third. 


Ty Davis (Yam) carded the overall win 
at round two of the AMA/Acerbis 
National Enduro Series in Lake Pleas- 
ant, Arizona, February 28. The runner- 
up was Kelby Pepper (Yam), followed 
by defending champ Mike Lafferty 
(KTM), Destry Abbott (Kaw), and Nick 
Pearson (KTM). 


Following the three-day IRTA Grand Prix 
test in Jerez, Spain (see page 25), the Marl- 
boro Yamaha team of Max Biaggi and 
Carlos Checa joined some of the other 
500cc and 250cc GP teams in completing 
two more days of testing at the Spanish 
circuit Montmelo, February 23-24. The 
main thrust of the test, according to 
Yamaha, was to work on chassis develop- 
ment and to try some new parts to help 
with the YZR500's aerodynamics. By the 
end of the test, Biaggi turned times equal 
to those of Kanemoto Honda's John 
Kocinski - a 1:46.0. "I'm really happy 
with this test,” Biaggi said. "We started 
yesterday with a few difficulties. It was 
cold and windy and the track was quite 
dirty and bumpy. We didn't really find a 
good balance for the bike. But today the 
bike felt very good and I was able to set a 
good pace." Checa managed to lap at 
1:46.9 prior to crashing on the final day. 
He escaped the tumble without injury. 


More recently, Biaggi and Checa low- 
ered their previous career bests during a 
two-day test at Mugello, Italy, February 
27-28. Both Biaggi and Checa improved 
their qualifying and race times from last 
year's Italian Grand Prix despite less- 
than-ideal weather conditions. It was a 
dose of optimism after the pair had 
struggled a little bit during the previous 
week's test in Spain. “I’m much, much 
happier now," said Biaggi, whose best 
of 1:53.7 was more than two-tenths of a 
second inside his qualifying time from 
the 1998 Italian GP. "I think we could 
have been another half-second faster if 
we'd managed to try another couple of 
ideas. Of course, we still have more 
work to do, but the main thing is that 
we've found the right direction on chas- 
sis setup." The teammates tested three 
different chassis at Jerez but both have 
now gravitated to the same spec chassis, 
though with different personal settings. 


The Marlboro-Yamahas featured small 
wings on the front of the YZR500's fair- 
ing - a concept designed by an aero- 
dynamics expert from Yamaha-owned 
Activa Technology. The British-based 
company is headed by Formula One offi- 
cial Herbie Blash, who volunteered to 
study the aerodynamics of the YZR500. 
Activa will now test the concept of the 
wings further in its wind tunnel. Biaggi 
and Checa continued testing the wings 
at Mugello, where the wings contributed 
a useful improvement to high-speed per- 
formance. Checa closed to within one- 








tenth of a second of Biaggi’s times and 
lapped one second faster than he man- 
aged during qualifying at Mugello last 
year. The former Honda rider started his 
Yamaha test program one month after 
his teammate had been lagging behind 
as he accustomed himself to his 
YZR500s. “I’m getting used to the bike 
now - I feel comfortable,” said Checa. 
"I'm getting more feel from the chassis, 
and every time we make an improve- 
ment, I go faster. And I know there's 
more to come." The team will test twice 
more before the start of the season at 
new circuits in Sepang, Malaysia, and 
Twin Ring Motegi, outside of Tokyo. 


At the recent secret test of its new V- . 


twin superbike, Honda also scheduled 
both Colin Edwards II and Aaron 
Slight for test rides on the NSR500, 
according to Cycle News contributor 
Paolo Gozzi. While Slight was sidelined 
with food poisoning, Edwards spent a 
day riding the two-stroke with a best 
time of 1:33.6. Mick Doohan's best time 
from a January test session at the circuit 
was 1:32.197. There has been sóme spec- 
ulation that Honda is in the middle of a 
process of analysis to determine the 
direction of its Grand Prix program in 
light of the fact that 1000cc four-strokes 
will be introduced to the World Cham- 
pionship Road Racing series in 2001. 
This test only fueled that speculation, as 
Honda's leading GP riders have each 
had the opportunity to ride four-stokes, 
and now Honda has had its top four- 
stroke riders ride two-strokes. 


At Phillip Island, Mick Doohan tested a 
new version of the NSR500, reportedly 
fitted with a revised frame using a ver- 
sion of Honda's "pivotless" frame tech- 
nology, one week prior to the rest of the 
official HRC rider squad, including his 
teammate Alex Criville. The five-time 
World Champion lapped at 1:32.6, near- 
ly a half-second slower than his time of 
1:32.197 set at the January test session. 


Tohru Ukawa tested the all-new NSR250 
at Phillip Island, turning in a best time of 
1:34.2 in the January IRTA test at the 
facility. Shinya Nakano's best time on 
the Yamaha 250 was 1:34.116. Insiders 
reported that the NSR suffered an engine 
failure at the test, though HRC has near- 
ly two months to rectify any possible 
reliability problems prior to the start of 
the season in Sepang, Malaysia, on April 
18. Ukawa's teammate Loris Capirossi 
did not attend the test, as he is recover- 
ing from a broken collarbone, though he 
was pleased to hear the news from the 
Australia test. "I'm so happy," Capirossi 
said from his Monte Carlo home. "Now I 
know that Honda will bring me a win- 
ning bike to challenge my former bike, 
the Aprilia. My fracture is already okay, 
and I'm under rehabilitation. I will be 
able to test the NSR250 for the first time 
March 11-14 at Sepang." 


Mike Brown won his first race in Eng- 
land in the 125cc class at the Hawkstone 
Park International on February 28. The 
Cat Honda rider stormed to two com- 
fortable wins in the 125cc races and also 
finished 10th in the final race of the day, 
a super-final featuring the top riders 
from the 125, 250 and 500cc classes. 
Brown, who opens his challenge for the 
British 125cc title at Canada Heights, 
England, on March 7, is fast settling into 
his new team. “Everything’s great with 
the team," Brown said. “Training’s going 
great, and the bikes are good. I can't 
complain about anything. We have a lit- 
tle bit more suspension and tire testing 
to do before the first GP. The engine's 
real good." Brown is also feeling right at

home in England. “It’s better for me than 
the first time I was over in Italy,” Brown 
said. “I speak the language and have the 
same restaurants here as at home. I’m 
staying with an English family, and they 
take real good care of me.” 


Former 250cc World Champion Stefan 
Everts could return from injury sooner 
than was first thought after successful 
surgery to repair ligament damage in 
his knee. The Belgian underwent 
surgery to repair the ligaments in his 
right knee, where it was discovered that 
the ligaments did not become detached 
from the, bone, as was first feared, but 
instead suffered a clean break. Everts 
suffered the injury at the Beaucaire Clas- 
sic on February 21 when his right knee 
was twisted as he tried to stop himself 
from crashing on a downhill. Everts’ 
manager, Dave Grant, confirmed that 
the rider has some movement in the leg 
and could return to racing by the fifth 
round of the 250cc World Champi- 
onship Series in Venezuela in May. 


Joel Smets is still recovering from the 
broken arm he sustained prior to the 
MX des Nations, leaving his ability to 
defend his number-one plate in the 
500cc class in question. “I cannot ride 
again until mid-March," Smets said 
while spectating at the Beaucaire Clas- 
sic, a race he won last year. "It all goes 
back to the arm injury I suffered the 
week before the Motocross des Nations 
in September. I was in pain while I was 
riding the ISDE (where he won his 
class), but it was not until the turn of the 
year, after I had been to Finland to ride 
snowmobiles, that the reason was dis- 
covered. Although the break had been 
plated, there was no calcium growth on 
the fracture, and I have been in plaster 
for six weeks. It is fortunate for me that 
the series starts slowly, with the seventh 
of 13 GPs not until July. If I holeshot at 
the first round in France, I will be 
expecting other riders to come past me." 


The new factory four-stroke KTMs 
made their race debut at Beaucaire, but 
they were still using Husaberg heads 
and cases. "This is a first-generation 
motor," explained team manager Kurt 
Nicoll. "We will have pure KTM 
engines within two weeks." A 35mm- 
diameter (instead of 22mm) front axle 
aids the stability of the 48mm WP forks 
used on the bike. 


In other world motocross news, Gert 





Jan Van Doorn, who retired from the 
sport after 17 years of racing GPs, is on 
the comeback trail, lured into action to 
race the Vertemati, which will be 
rechristened the VOR next week. And 
Avo Leok, the Estonian privateer who 
won the first 500cc MX GP of 1997 on a 
Kawasaki, has signed to ride a 380cc 
KTM for a German KTM dealer. 


Longtime dirt tracker Mickey Fay suf- 
fered serious injury while racing in an 
indoor short track in Pasco, Washington, 
on February 19. Fay suffered a broken 
pelvis, a ruptured bladder, a broken col- 
larbone and five broken ribs. He has 
also undergone several blood transfu- 
sions and has had problems with blood 
clotting. According to Fay’s father-in- 
law, Patrick Lyons, Fay was moved 
from Pasco to a hospital in Seattle, 
Washington, on Wednesday, February 
24, to be closer to his home. 


The FIM has issued a press release 
regarding the news story that broke in 
Cycle News two weeks ago regarding 
four-strokes taking over as the lead 
class in Grand Prix road racing in 2001. 
The release states: “At the end of Janu- 
ary, the FIM was approached by all the 
motorcycle manufacturer members of 
the Grand Prix Manufacturers Associa- 
tion in order to propose the introduction 
of racing machines equipped with four- 
stroke engines in the 500cc class of the 
Road Racing World Championship 
Grand Prix as from year 2001. Following 
this meeting, the FIM asked its con- 
cerned commissions to evaluate the 
technical conditions of such a change. 
The FIM will then convene a consulta- 
tion meeting with all its concerned com- 
mercial partners (Dorna, SKK Interna- 
tional, Action Group International) in 
order to reach an adequate new rule. 
This meeting will take place in March. 
On the occasion of the Japanese Grand 
Prix, FIM president Francesco Zerbi will 
meet with the chief executives of all the 
manufacturers involved in order to dis- 
cuss this major technical change in the 
motorcycle competition. This change 
should receive a broad approval of all 
the parties concerned." 


According to informed sources in 
Europe, the most likely scenario for the 
change in the Grand Prix class is that 
some form of an equivalency formula 
will be introduced that would protect 
current two-stroke investments for some 
companies. It is most likely that a for- 


mula will be introduced in which four- 
and two-strokes will coexist. It is also 
likely that the World Superbikes will be 
toned down and /will become more pro- 
duction-based. 


After a negative reception from riders 
about the new “arrow” starting grid 
proposed for World Superbike racing, 
series organizers have scheduled a 
meeting to be held in Misano, Italy, on 
March 9, at which the top team clubs’ 
riders and team managers, FIM repre- 
sentatives and Superbike International 
will further discuss their respective 
positions. A final decision about the 
new starting procedure by the FIM will 
come after the meeting. 


Leroy Winters, 69, died at his home in 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, on February 20 
aftér a brief illness. Winters was a well- 
known pioneer in off-road two-stroke 
motorcycles and was the first rider to 
win the overall in the Jack Pine Enduro 
on a lightweight (165cc) Harley-David- 
son. He also was a member of American 
ISDT teams during the 1960s and '70s 
and most recently hosted the 
ISDT/ISDE Riders Reunion in 1997 and 
“98 in Fort Smith. Winters was also a 
Fort Smith Honda dealer for 25-plus 
years. He is survived by his children, 
Bart, Mike, Patti, Paula and Robin. 
Cards and letters can be sent to the Win- 
ters family at 10303 Highway 45 South, 
Fort Smith, AR 72916. 


Dunlop road race coordinator Jim 
Allen said the company has responded 
to the failure of one of their tires during 
the December tire tests by producing 
three new rear tires. "Out of the three 
test compounds, we selected two of 
them for superbike," Allen said. “They 
have a new rear casing, which was 
designed since the December tests. The 
fronts are the same as they were at the 
test." Allen said there were two front 
tires and two viable rears, with a third 
that was probably too hard for all but 
the fastest riders. 


According to a press release from Uni- 
versity Honda-Yamaha in Seattle, 
Washington, the dealership - originally 
known as Washington Honda - will cel- 
ebrate its 40th year of continuous opera- 
tion with an anniversary sale and party 
at the dealership on March 13. Honda 
archivist Art Ridgeway has confirmed 
that University Honda has the distinc- 
tion of being the first Honda motorcycle 
dealer, with dealer designation 
#100001. 


Recently, a panel of lawmakers in 
August, Maine, unanimously decided 
that bikers do not deserve special pro- 
tection under the umbrella of the state’s 
Human Rights Act. Some motorcyclists 
were claiming that their tough, tattooed 
and leather-clad appearance often leads 
to discrimination when they look for a 
place to dine or spend the night. The 
proposals would have amended the 
rights act - which bars discrimination 
based on race, sex, religion, national ori- 
gin or disability - to include people who 
operate motorcycles or who wear cloth- 
ing displaying the name of a motorcycle 
group. It was rejected in the Judiciary 
Committee, 13-0. 


One week after reducing the price on its 
HRC parts, Thousand Oaks Honda 
HRC Suzuki has announced that it has 
slashed the price on its inventory of 
RS125 and NSR250 motorcycles. The 
road racers are now priced at $17,999 for 
the 250 and $9899 for the 125. For more 
information, call 805/371-3000.

(Eastern) and 11 p.m. (Pacific). The one- 
hour documentary will delve into the 
history of Harley-Davidson and will 
reveal how it has become a phenome- 
non. “It’s an American story about four 
young men who believed in the future 
and thought they’d put the world on 
two wheels,” according to a release from 
the History Channel.

Many thanks for the insightful interview 
with Scott Russell concerning the Day- 
tona 200 (Issue #7, February 24).

Of 
those who do attend, few have a clue as 
to what's happening on the track. Last 
year, Richard Chambers did an excellent 
job trying to build excitement when Pas- 
cal Picotte had the Harley running in 
front of the pack. Unfortunately, three- 
quarters of the grandstand couldn’t 
identify him. 
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I guess it's too late now, but a perfect 
slogan could be placed in Harley publi- 
cations and in bars throughout Day- 
tona, simply repeating your front-page 
headline: Come for the beach... stay for 
the races.

o one could have thrown Kevin 

Windham a better birthday 

party than the one that he threw 
himself. On the eve of his 21st birthday, 
the Team Honda rider grabbed the 
holeshot and blew out the candles early 
in front-of 42,716 partygoers under the 
lights of Texas Stadium. In fact, if it were 
not for the venue's supercross-record 
crowd, the entire affair would have been 
a one-man party, as Windham opened 
up a 10-second lead by the halfway point 
of the 20-lap main, leaving the rest of the 
field in the dust - literally. 

In Windham's dust on the dry, hard- 
packed, slippery Texas clay, Suzuki- 
mounted Larry Ward survived an all- 
out battle between himself, Honda's 
Mickael Pichon and Mazda /Chaparral 
Yamaha's Jeremy McGrath. Ward gated 
seventh and was creeping up on 
Pichon's rear fender by lap 12. Five laps 
later, Ward passed the quickly fading 
Frenchman, leaving a scuffle between 
Pichon and McGrath well behind him. 

"The last half of the race, Jeremy was 
close to me but I just kept worrying 
about trying to catch Mickael," Ward 
said about his charge to second. "I was 
riding smart, and I was fortunate 
enough to come out on the top of that 
battle. You had to really concentrate on 
the track, especially coming out of the 
corners, because it was very slippery. I 
was just trying to make sure I did all the 
obstacles every lap. It worked out good - 
second for me on a hard-packed, slip- 
pery surface is pretty good."

What went on behind Ward between 
Pichon and McGrath for the third spot 
got ugly at times, especially on the 
white-flag lap, when the two riders 
swapped paint more than once. The 
altercation marked the duo’s second of 
the night, as Pichon had passed 
McGrath to win the second heat race 
earlier in the night. At the end of the 
main event, Pichon’s arms and defen- 
sive riding style had held up to grab the 
final podium position, but neither 
Pichon nor McGrath was too pleased 
about what went on in the final few 
laps. 

“My arms pumped up after about 12 
laps, and after that I was just trying to 
save my position and ride defensive, 
which is not really good,” Pichon said. 
“When the guys behind you are catch- 
ing you, it is really hard to concentrate. I 
wasn't doing so good because I was con- 
centrating on what was behind me and 
not what was in front of me. They 
caught me pretty quick. When they got 
right behind me, it was like two or three 


laps to go, so I just didn't give up. I . 


know Jeremy tried to make a move on 
me, but I had the inside and I kind of 
touched him a little bit because I wanted 
that podium really bad. I worked the 
whole 19 laps and I didn't want to give 
up a podium, so I didn't give up. He got 
kind of pissed at me, but that's racing 
and I tried as hard as I could.” 

“By the end of the race, those guys 
had their tongues in their spokes," 
McGrath said about his charge from an 
11th-place start. “I was coming around 
Pichon and he couldn't do anything but 
try and dart me. Twice in one night - I 
mean, how many times do you need to 
do that? I left him plenty of room and he 
just up and rails me. Overall, it was 
geod because of the points, but it was 
shitty because guys were banging me 
around out there." 

In terms of points, it was an excellent 
night for McGrath. The defending 
champion pulled ahead with a 27-point 
lead over Factory Connection/Jack in 
the Box/Honda's Mike LaRocco, who 
finished a distant 12th. LaRocco, the 
series' early points leader, had his hopes 
of a top finish end on lap nine when 
Team Honda hopeful Ezra Lusk experi- 
enced a horrible crash in which LaRocco 
got hung up. The crash took the wind 
out of both riders' sails, ending Lusk's 
night completely. Still, Lusk sits third in 
points with 131 to LaRocco's 139. 

Lusk was not the only rider to suffer 
poor results due to a crash. Team 
Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael got off 
twice in the main event, once on lap 
four dropping back from fourth to 15th 
and again on lap five dropping out of 
the race completely. Although Lusk and 
Carmichael's crashes looked bad, both 
riders were up limping around the pits 
after the race, no doubt looking forward 
to round 10 in Daytona. 

Carmichael's teammate Jeff Emig fell 
victim to a first-turn get-off, leaving the 
one-time series champion in dead last 
on the last lap. Emig soldiered through 
the rest of the main event, finishing 
14th and grabbing any series points 
possible. 

Finishing fifth behind McGrath in the 
main was Yamaha's John Dowd, who 
held second place behind Windham for 
the first four laps. Dowd came close to 
throwing a wrench in the Pichon/ 
McGrath battle on the final few laps, but 
he just could not get more than a front 
wheel in, probably for the better. Suzu- 
ki's Greg Albertyn followed Dowd 
across the finish line to claim a distant 
sixth. Noleen Motorsport-backed Tim 
Ferry, Mazda /Chaparral-Yamaha's 
Steve Lamson, Honda's Sebastien 





Tortelli and Suzuki's Robbie Reynard 
rounded out the top 10, respectively. 


HEATS 


Both heat races were by far the clos- 
est fought in the series thus far. In the 
first heat, Emig got the holeshot that he 
has been looking for all year. Behind 
him were Albertyn, Dowd, Lamson, 
Heath Voss and the entire Honda team 
minus Pichon, who was slated for heat 
two. After exiting the first turn, 
Sebastien Tortelli was all over Emig's 
rear wheel. 

On the third lap of the eight-lap race, 
however, Emig went down in a turn, 
allowing Albertyn to shoot past Tortelli 
and move into the lead. Emig resumed 
his race in fifth place, but not before let- 
ting Tortelli, Windham and Lusk by as 
well. 

Tortelli and Albertyn went back and 
forth for the lead, as Windham, Lusk, 
Emig, Dowd and Lamson all fought 
rather closely for third place. Emig 
eventually gave way to Lamson but 
held off Dowd, who ultimately finished 
sixth, two places out of a transfer spot. 

As former 250cc World Motocross 
champion Albertyn and current World 
Champion Tortelli banged around the 
track, Windham and Lusk sneaked up 
behind the lead duo and in one fell 
swoop on lap four, all passed Albertyn 
when he bobbled in a set of small dou- 
bles. The sea of red did not last long, as 
Albertyn got Lusk back to claim third, 
but the damage was already done. 

Windham went around Tortelli just 
before the white flag came out and went 
on to claim his first win of the night. 
Tortelli filed through in second, fol- 
lowed by Albertyn. After being passed 
by Albertyn, Lusk found himself in a 


heated battled with Emig and Lamson’ 


for the final transfer spot. 

The three riders swapped fourth 
place back and forth several times 
before Lusk could edge them out, 
putting himself in the main. 

In heat two, Planet Honda/Pro 
Grip’s Jean-Sebastien Roy rocketed his 
way to the first turn in the lead followed 








by Ward, McGrath, Tim Ferry, Pichon, 
Damon: Huffman and Carmichael. 
Before the race was a lap old, McGrath 
shot around Roy and Ward to take the 
lead. Pichon moved into the runner-up 
spot on the second lap when he too 
went around Roy and Ward. 

As McGrath and Pichon began to 
check out, Roy rather quickly fell back 
to sixth, behind fourth-placed Ferry and 
fifth-placed Carmichael. Ward was the 
next to fall victim to the hard-charging 
Ferry and Carmichael, as the two Florid- 
ians went by the veteran when the slick 
track got the best of him. 

“I slid out in a corner, and then little 
Ricky (Carmichael) got around me,” 
Ward said. "I hate it when he passes me. 
He's my good friend, but he's too young 
to be passing me already." 

Meanwhile, McGrath was having 
problems getting rid of Pichon. Just 
before the white-flag lap, Pichon pulled 
up beside McGrath. As the two riders 
made contact in a turn, Pichon went by 
to take the lead. McGrath retaliated with 
great rage but could not regain the lead. 
Pichon took the checkered flag, setting 
the stage for the knock-down battle that 
would later break out in the main event. 

While McGrath and Pichon were 
fighting for the lead, Carmichael passed 
Ferry to claim third place when Ferry's 
front end washed out in a turn. Ward 
also went back around Ferry, grabbing 
fourth place and the final transfer spot.

SEMIS 


Honda-mounted Heath Voss grabbed 
the holeshot in the first semi. Behind 
Voss was the hard-charging pack of 
Lamson, Dowd, Emig, Phil Lawrence 
and LaRocco, who got hung up in the 
gate during his heat race. Voss and 
Lamson bumped elbows several times 
before Lamson finally passed Voss on 
the start straightaway just before the 
midway point of the six-lap jaunt. 

Emig worked his way around Dowd 
at about the same time that Lamson 
grabbed the lead. From the first turn on, 
LaRocco was trying to pass Moto 
XXX/Suzuki's Lawrence, and he did so 
when Lawrence high-sided in a turn 
and also lost a spot to Kawasaki of Mex- 
ico's Pedro Gonzalez. 

While running in second behind 
Lamson, Voss got out of control in the 
whoops and found himself stuck in the 
blocks that line the outside of the track. 
As a result, Dowd ran into the back of 
Voss, allowing Emig to go by Dowd to 
claim the third spot. Voss somehow 
managed to get back on track without 
crashing, but, as Lamson took the check- 
ered flag, Emig passed Voss just before 
the finish-line jump to claim second. 
Voss finished a close third, followed by 
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LaRocco and Dowd, who claimed the 
final two transfer spots. 

Ferry got out front fast at the start of 
the second semi, with Reynard right on 
his rear wheel. Huffman, Roy and 
hometown hero Grayson Goodman bat- 
tled to hold on to a transfer spot as 
Yamaha-mounted Billy Binckley pres- 
sured hard from the sixth-place posi- 
tion. 

Up front, Reynard and Huffman 
pressured Ferry but the leader held 
tough all the way to the finish as Huff- 
man and Reynard battled for second. 
When the checkered flag came out, Rey- 
nard barely edged Huffman for the run- 
ner-up spot. Roy crossed the finish line 
all alone in fourth. Meanwhile, Good- 
man rode by the seat of his pants, trying 
to hold off Binckley for a trip to the 
main. The two went back and forth for 
much of the race. Goodman, with the 
Texas crowd behind him, prevailed, fin- 
ishing fifth. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Lawrence got the holeshot in the 
LCQ, followed by Gonzalez, Amaradio 
and Terlecki. Lawrence got pressure 
from Gonzales early on, but before the 


‘race was half over, Lawrence had 


enough of a lead to breathe easy. While 
running in third, Amaradio was passed 
by Terlecki, who moved into third and 
set his sights on second-placed Gonza- 
lez. Gonzales lost his fender for the sec- 
ond time this year, but it did not slow 
him down any as he held off Terlecki to 
garner a trip to the main. 


MAIN 


When the gate dropped for the start 
of the 20-lap main, the birthday boy 
earned the 1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot 
Award. Dowd, Carmichael, Pichon, 
Ferry, Voss, Ward and Albertyn were 
among the riders in the lead pack. 
McGrath, Lusk, Lamson and LaRocco all 
got cut off drifting into the first turn and 
brought up the rear of the pack. Emig 
was even less fortunate, picking himself 
up off the ground before even making it 
to the second turn. 

“Lamson and I got together on the 
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start straight and kind of crossed up," 
McGrath said about his start. ^A bunch 
of guys got together on the start. I was 
happy to stay up." 

McGrath made the start seem fairly 
mellow, compared to Lamson's account. 

"Jeremy and I, in the first turn once 
you go over the hump, slammed into 
each other," Lamson said. "Somebody 
hit me and I drilled him, and we almost 
both went down." 

Lamson and McGrath were not the 
only teammates to run into one another 
during the tight racing of the first lap. 

"The first few laps are just a night- 
mare," Albertyn said of his start. “I hit 
Larry (Ward), my own teammate, pretty 
darn hard twice in one lap, and then I 
hit Voss. It's suicide out there in the first 
few laps." 

Ward came out of the opening lap 
unscathed in fifth place and began pres- 
suring fourth-placed Carmichael early 
on. With Ward all over his rear fender, 
Carmichael crashed and fell back to 
15th. On the ensuing lap, the 250cc rook- 
ie crashed again, alarming the crowd 
when he was slow to get up. After 
Carmichael finally made it to his feet, he 
started his bike and called it a night, 
heading back to the pits. 

By the end of the sixth lap, Windham 
had a 10-second lead. As he motored 
around the track with great ease, 
McGrath himself was rapidly picking 
his way through the pack and moving 
up to fifth, behind second-placed 
Pichon, third-placed Dowd and fourth- 
placed Ward. Ferry was having an 
impressive run as the top privateer in 
sixth, but Albertyn was heavily pressur- 
ing him. 

Victims of poor starts, Lusk and 
LaRocco were slowly working their way 
through the pack. The duo completed 
the first lap well out of the top 10, and 
by lap eight they were still running no 
better than 10th and 11th. Before either 
rider could make anything happen, 
Lusk got horizontal on a step-up jump, 
which sent his body flying well on the 
other side of his bike. Following closely 
and unable to avoid the incident, LaRoc- 
co ran into Lusk's bike and was passed

by Reynard and Huffman before he 
could get going again. Huffman himself 
almost did not avoid Lusk's crash. 

“When his (Lusk's) bike flipped, I 
thought I was done," Huffman said. "I 
actually landed on his bike. How I 
didn't crash, I don't know." 

Lusk remounted and headed back to 
the pits with a badly bruised body and a 
mangled bike. 

By lap 15, second-placed Pichon was 
starting to show signs of fatigue. Both 
Ward and McGrath had made their way 
around Dowd earlier, claiming third 
and fourth, and the two were gaining 
ground on Pichon with every lap. But 
before either one could pass Pichon, 
McGrath and Ward had a little battle of 
their own for third-place honors. They 
went bar to bar for over a lap, and, just 
as it appeared that McGrath was going 
to take over third from Ward, Pichon 
slowed enough to make it a three-way 
battle for second place. 

At the end of the 18th lap, Ward shot 
by Pichon and left him, McGrath and 
Dowd in a three-way battle for third. A 
lap later, just before taking the white 
flag, McGrath pulled alongside Pichon 
in a whoop section and went wide to 
make the pass in a dry, slick corner. 
Before McGrath could get on the gas 
and exit the corner, Pichon took him 
even wider, making contact. In the next 
turn, just before the finish-line jump, the 
same scenario occurred. As the white 
flag came out, Pichon rode on the 
ragged edge, barely holding on to the 
final podium spot. 

Due to the fast-paced battle behind 
Windham, his lead actually shrunk by a 
few seconds. Still, he was never in dan- 


ger of giving up the win, as he crossed - 


the finish line seven seconds ahead of 
the next rider. 

“I got a good gate position for the 
main," Windham said of his easy win. 
"That's one of the things that made it so 
good in the main, was to get a good gate 
pick to avoid all that banging around 
that was going on out there. That was 
really the key to the race, was to get that 
good start and just open up a big lead 
and stay away from the rest of the pack. 
This is one of those tracks that if you get 
out there and race with someone, it can 
actually slow you down because you get 
too much into each other." 

Ward managed to separate himself 
from the third-place battle to take sec- 
ond place. A tired Pichon crossed the 
finish line in third, with fourth-placed 
McGrath still on his tail. Pichon was 
relieved, but McGrath was visibly angry 
at the Frenchman’s actions on the track. 

"That's racing," Pichon said about 
the run-in that he and McGrath had had 
during the heat and in the main. "I'm 
happy. I'm happy for Kevin (Windham) 
and I'm happy for Honda, too, because 
a one-three finish is good. It would have 
been better with one-two, but two bikes 
on the podium is good.” 

"It was a rough night, especially 
because I didn't get the start that I want- 
ed," a confident McGrath said. "There 
was some banging going on out there. 
We'll see how tough they are next week 
in Daytona." 

Dowd crossed the finish line in fifth, 
followed by Albertyn, who was able to 
get around Ferry at the midway point of 
the race. Ferry hung tough, though, 
right behind Albertyn, who was almost 
content with his sixth-place showing. 

"It was just some really close racing 
out there," Albertyn said. "In the main, 





I was happy with the way I was riding. 
Sixth isn't where I want to be, but it 
was a solid ride, so 1 was happy with 
that. I’m ready to get a win or a podi- 
um." 

Lamson finished eighth, sharing the 
same attitude about his ride as Albertyn. 

"Fighth's not the greatest, but it's the 
best I've ridden,” Lamson said. “I rode 
strong the whole time. I had people 
behind me pressuring me, but I didn’t 
let it bother me. I can’t wait until Day- 
tona.” 

Tortelli finished ninth, and Reynard 
came back from a 19th-place start to fin- 
ish 10th. Finishing in 11th and realizing 
the value of Windham’s holeshot was 
Huffman. 

“The start is what you really need, 
and I didn’t have it,” Huffman said. 
"Just battling back there in the pack 
won't get you anywhere. I made a lot of 
mistakes that probably wouldn't have 
happened if I was up front.” см

Ramsey 
WINS, 
Texas-style

IRVING, TX, FEB. 27 


fter spending the past two 
weeks riding a 250 at the 
Atlanta and Tampa rounds of 


the supercross series, SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki’s Nathan Ramsey 
returned to 125cc Western Regional 
action and ran away with the main 
event. By doing so, Ramsey also passed 
the series points leader, Yamaha of 
Troy’s Casey Lytle, to take a mere one- 
point lead in the series. 

Finishing second and holding up the 
lead for a while before being passed by 
Ramsey was none other than Lytle, who 
grabbed the holeshot but gave up the 
lead to DeMarini Honda-mounted 
Rusty Holland in the second turn. Lytle 
passed Holland back at the end of lap 
two and held the lead himself until lap 
seven, when a hard-charging Ramsey 
ran him down and made the pass. 

Posting his best finish of the year 
was Suzuki/Primal Impulse/Bill’s 
Pipes’ David Pingree, who showed 
that, given a decent start, he can finish 
on the podium. Fourth went to New 
Mexico’s Ryan Clark, and fifth place 
belonged to Motoworld Yamaha rider 
Greg Schnell. 

Charlie Bogard’s Team Stiffie deal 
may not have panned out, but it did not 
slow the young Texan down any. 
Bogard finished sixth in the main and 
led heat one until giving way to Ram- 
sey, the eventual heat-one winner. 
Behind Bogard in the main was Hol- 
land, who made his debút ride on the 
Honda DeMarini team after spending 
the first five rounds on a Clawson 
Motorsports Suzuki (see Briefly...). Ram- 
sey's teammate Scott Sheak rode injured 
to finish eighth, and the Kawasakis of 
Gio Tedesco and Erick Vallejo rounded 
out the top 10. 


HEATS 


Bogard jumped out in front at the 
start of the first heat race, with Ramsey, 
Holland, SplitFire/Pro Circuit /Kawasa- 
ki's Billy Payne, Clark and Sheak in tow. 
Before the race was two laps old, Bogard 
would find himself a victim of Ramsey’s 
fast pace. x 

“I came out second in the heat race 
behind Charlie Bogard,” Ramsey said. 
“We battled for a lap or two. Then I 
passed him and got a pretty good, com- 
fortable lead.” 

Once Ramsey got out front, nothing 
short of a mistake on his part could stop 
him from taking the heat win. Bogard 
held on to second as Payne moved by 
Holland to claim third. Clark, Sheak and 
Yamaha-mounted James Povolny also 
made it around the fast-starting Holland 
before the race was over to claim trans- 
fer spots in the main. Holland’s seventh 
was good enough for a transfer spot, as 
was Team IMS’ Donald Upton’s eighth- 
place finish and Doug Parson’s ninth. 
The 10th-place finisher, Brad Strunk, 
was on his way to the last-chance quali- 
fier with the rest of the field.

Heat two proved to be a closer race, 
as a four-rider pileup in the first turn 
worked to Yamaha-mounted Isaiah 
Johnson’s-advantage. Johnson led the 
20-rider field out of the pileup and 
beyond. The KX of Brian Stone, Suzu- 
ki/Primal Impulse/Bill’s Pipe’s Michael 
Brandes and teammate Pingree all 
bunched together to chase Johnson on 
the first lap. Lytle was back in the mix of 
riders. 

“The heat race, I got off to a bad 
start,” Lytle said, “just out of the top 10, 





so I started going crazy and started 
jumping everything. I actually came 
through to third place on the last lap, 
but I collided with a few people. I bent 
my clutch lever when that happened. I 
thought I was going down a couple of 
times. I hit Tyler Evans hard enough one 
time that I thought both of us were 
going down.” 

Lytle’s charge through the pack was 
impressive, but by the time he emerged 
from the banging in the back of the 
pack, the Johnson-and-Pingree battle for 





the lead was too far gone. 

“1 came up and caught Isaiah John- 
son and tried to make a pass,” Pingree 
said. “Maybe I rushed it a little bit, 
because it didn’t work and then he 
gapped me a little.” 

Johnson gapped Pingree just enough 
to take off some pressure as he rode to 
the checkered flag. Pingree held on for 
second, followed by a high-flying Lytle. 
Evans survived the abuse he had taken 
from Lytle earlier to finish fourth, fol- 
lowed by Stone and Brandes, who was 
riding with the flu. 

Schnell finished seventh, Suzuki- 
mounted Jacob Martin rolled in for 
eighth, and the Yamaha of Keith John- 
son grabbed the final qualifying spot in 
ninth. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Travis Hodges twisted the throttle of 
his KX hard enough to exit the first turn 
in the lead, followed by the always fast- 
starting Kawasaki of Mexico rider Erick 
Vallejo. Steve Andrich held third, with 
Gio Tedesco hot on his heels. Hodges 
and Vallejo checked out, but not before 
Vallejo moved into the lead, where he 
would stay. Tedesco also got around 
Andrich, leaving the Yamaha rider all 
alone in the fourth and final transfer 
spot, which he held all the way to the 
finish. 


MAIN 


Lytle got yet another main-event 
holeshot, but, when all was said and 
done, it was Holland who was in the 
lead after the second turn. Pingree was 
hot on Lytle’s heels, with Payne, Stone, 
Schnell and Ramsey in tow. 

"| almost went down right off the 
start," Lytle explained about giving up 
his early lead. "On the second left, my 
feet were off the pegs. I bobbled there 
and Holland went right on by." 

Holland was not the only one who 


thought he could take advantage of 
Lytle's mistake. Payne shot past Pingree 
and set out for Lytle, but before the lap 
was over Payne crashed, falling out of 
the top 10. 

With Payne off his back, Lytle began 
to work on passing Holland, which he 
did just before completing the second 
lap. Moments later, Ramsey went by 
Pingree to move into third. It did not 
take long for Ramsey to catch Holland, 
either. With Lytle and Ramsey out front, 
the lead duo began to pull away from 
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the rest of the field, but Lytle could not 
pull away enough. 

“Ramsey is riding really good, and 
he came up and got me,” Lytle said. “I 
tried to run with him, but I was a little 
bit tense. ГЇЇ go for it in Houston.” 

While Lytle was holding on to sec- 
ond, Pingree was cautiously moving up 
on third-placed Holland. 

“We didn’t get into it, but I’ve gotten 
in battles with that guy where he'll just 
ramrod you,” Pingree said about racing 
with Holland. “I tried to be careful and 
stay the hell away from him. Once I got 
by him, I pulled away from him real 
quick, so it worked out all right.” 

Before the main was over, Holland 
faded back to seventh, being passed by 
Clark, Schnell and Bogard. Holland’s 
ride was still impressive, considering 
that he has limited time on the new bike. 

Ramsey rode more than half of the 
15-lap main out front by himself, except 
for coming up on the occasional lapper. 

“I tried to stay calm and focus in on 
picking off people one by one," Ramsey 
said of his moving from fifth to first. 
"Then I chipped away at the lead. I 
finally passed Casey Lytle, and it was a 
lot of fun from there out." 

After taking the checkered flag, Ram- 
sey celebrated his win by spinning 
doughnuts in the middle of the start 
straightaway. 

“1 didn't know how that would go 
over, but I had seen it on NASCAR," 
Ramsey said. "I saw it and I was like, 
"Man, I'm going to do that for some- 
thing different.’” 

Lytle crossed the line in second as he 
has done so many times in the series 
already. Pingree was content with his 
best showing thus far. 

“1 couldn't push too hard, with as 
slick as it was," said Pingree. That 
seemed to be the consensus among the 
riders. "I'm happy with a third," Pin- 
gree continued. "It's my best finish so 
far, and I had no major catastrophes." 

Clark got around Schnell on lap 13 to 
take fourth as Schnell stayed in fifth. 
Bogard, Holland, Sheak, Tedesco and 
Vallejo rounded out the top ten. см

28 
horvald Saeby was on a high. The 
T had been coming to 
Daytona International Speedway 
for the past six years, with no luck. This 
year, that all changed. 

The Yamaha R-6 pilot won three 
races over the course of the North 
American Sport Bike Championship 
Cup Series weekend at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway and sat on the pole for 
the EBC Brakes Sport Bike final after 
winning the fastest heat. And, given the 
superiority of his motorcycle, he was in 
a good position to take the win in the 
seven-lap race. But a few turns from the 
end, his luck ran out and Saeby had to 
settle for second after a backmarker in 
the West End Horseshoe caused him to 
lose touch with the leader and eventual 








winner, Suzuki-mounted Joshua Kurt 
Hayes. 

^] knew I would have to go really 
well in the infield to stay in front," said 
Hayes, whose entry listed no sponsors 
but who appeared to be riding in Valvo- 
line colors. "I worked really hard on that 
all week. On the last lap, I just threw 
caution to the wind and went just as fast 
as I could. He (Saeby) showed me a tire a 
few times with two laps to go, and I was 
thinking to myself, ‘Don’t make any mis- 
takes.' I think he got a little caught up in 
traffic, and that was the break I needed." 

"I was struggling to make up for the 
ground I lost every lap going into turn 
one," Saeby said, admitting that Hayes 
was much better at the end of the front 
straight. "Some of the laps, I was able to 
catch him a little bit braking into the 
horseshoe. There were some places I 
was a little bit better (than Hayes), but

I'm certainly not good enough yet here 
at Daytona. But I'm getting there. On 
the last lap, I probably lost my chances 
when I tried to pass a lapped rider on 
the inside (at the West End Horseshoe). 
I tried to pass him on the inside, but he 
moved in tighter and cut me off. That 
was the race." 

Hayes won the seven-lap, 25-mile 
race in 13 minutes and 45.743 seconds at 
an average speed of 108.644 mph. His 
margin of victory was 2.345 seconds. 

In third place - about 11 seconds back 
- was Gauldings Ski & Cycle's David 
Joseph Rose, on a Suzuki, who passed 
4&6 Computrack's Todd Harrington, on 
a Kawasaki, on the final lap. 








“The top two bikes were a little too 
strong for me today,” Rose said. “I was 
able to use the draft to nail down third 
on the final lap. I suffered through a 
couple of big slides in the early laps. 
That's one of the reasons I couldn't stay 
with the leaders. I definitely wanted to 
get a podium finish. That was my goal. 
I'm racing the entire series, so it's а. good 
start to the season." 

Rose had won the first of the two 
three-lap EBC Brakes Sport Bike heats, 
using a draft pass on the run to the fin- 
ish to beat Hayes. Rose led on the sec- 
ond and third laps before Hayes drafted 
by him entering the chicane. Second was 
the place to be for the run onto the East 
Banking, and Rose made the right move. 

"The bike is running real good, and 
we had a great race," Rose said after 
winning by 0.353 seconds. "It's going to 
be a little bit tougher tomorrow; but 
we're going to dig down deep and see 
what we can do." 

The second heat-race win went to 
Saeby. His win over Penguin Racing 
School's Eric Wood was even closer: 
0.202 seconds after he, too, used a sling- 
shot at the line for the win. 

“It feels great,” Saeby said of being 
on the front row for the next day's race. 
“It’s crazy. It's my best Daytona. I can't 
describe how happy I am." 

Hayes got the jump in the main, tak- 
ing Saeby with him, while the 48-rider 
field strung out behind them. 

The race quickly developed into a 
series of mini-races: Hayes and Saeby; 
Rose and Harrington, with Owen 
Weichel there for a while; and McGrath 
Racing's David McGrath against MLD 
Surfboards' Michael Luke. 

Because of the power of his Yamaha, 
Saeby wasn't letting go of Hayes; nei- 
ther was he passing him. He stayed in 
his shadow the entire race and was in a 
perfect spot to make a move on the final 

*lap when they hit the backmarker in the 
second horseshoe. Hayes chose a wide, 
outside line around the lapper, and it 
worked. Saeby thought he'd try to duck 
under him but was fatally balked when 
the lapper moved down and cut off his 
line. It gave Hayes enough ground to 
make sure that Saeby couldn't catch his 
draft, and he sped to the win. 

The battle for the final spot on the 
podium went back and forth. Harring- 
ton and Rose took turns in the spot, as 
their bikes were evenly matched. On the 
final lap, Harrington led going out of 
the infield and down the back straight, 
and that would prove to be a mistake. 
Rose took advantage of the draft and a 
strong tail wind to jump by Harrington 
down the front straight. 

The Suzuki-mounted Weichel, who 
looked like he was losing the tail end of 
the fight for fifth, recovered nicely on 
the sixth lap and caught back up to 
Suzuki-mounted McGrath and Honda 
rider Luke. Heading onto the banking 
on the penultimate lap, Weichel was in 
fifth - a spot he'd hold to the finish. 
McGrath and Luke finished in his 
wake. 

The procession behind began with 
Chicago Performance Racing / Yamaha's 
Ken Krebs in eighth, followed by the 
Kawasakis of Emanuel Manusuthakis 
and Cliffords Cycles’ James Milroy. єм

t turned out that it didn’t matter who 
E crossed the line first at the end of the 

five-lap Harley-Davidson Twin 
Sports final at Daytona International 
Speedway. As has happened far too 
often in the past, the winner, Hoban 
Bros. Racing's Jeff Johnson, was.disqual- 
ified, his H-D 883 found to make too 
much power. So the win went to the sec- 
ond-place finisher, Lancaster H-D's 
Randy Texter. 

Even after Texter was elevated to the 
top spot, the look of the winner's circle 
wasn't finished changing. Third-place 
finisher Richie Morris, a Daytona Beach 
resident riding the KMC Telecom H-D, 
was also taken down after his bike was 
also found to be too powerful. 

After everything was sorted out, it 
was Texter, followed by Low Country 
H-D's Mike Ciccotto, with Frank Stro- 
man third. The irony was that Texter 
had been disqualified the previous day 
after winning the lone three-lap heat 
race. And that wasn't the only drama of 
his weekend. 

Texter came close to not finishing at 











all. An incident in the chicane on the 
first lap caused a red flag and nearly col- 
lected the Pennsylvanian. 

“1 was just happy to finish the race,” 
Texter said. "I was nearly caught up in 
that first-lap accident (which caused a 
red-flag stoppage of the race). One of 
the bikes involved almost slid right into 
the side of my bike. I was hoping that 
Richie Morris would be able to draft 
with me to catch the leader, but we 
couldn't get hooked up." 

Hal's H-D & Buell's Billy Graef won 
the only Harley-Davidson Twin Sports 
heat after Lancaster H-D's Randy Texter 
was disqualified. The three-lap affair 
was a dogfight, with a pack of seven rid- 
ers going for the win to the flag. Behind 
Graef came Hoban Bros. Racing's Jeff 
Johnson and Ciccotto. 

Graef was one of several riders who 
were eliminated by the crash in the chi- 
cane on the first lap. When the field was 
regridded, there were nine riders. 

Johnson struck out on his own, and 
there was no one who could stick with 
him. Texter and Morris went at it 
behind him, but they couldn't make a 
dent in his lead, and Johnson took the 
win by 3.627 seconds. Not long after- 
ward, however, Johnson was taken 
down. 

There were some who thought that 
the reason two of the bikes were over 
the power limit had something to do 
with the weather. When the day began, 
the skies were overcast and the air was 
thick and humid. Strong showers just 
before 1 p.m. caused a break in the 
action and also different barometric con- 
ditions when the racing restarted. The 
humidity was gone, replaced by a 
strong wind and bright sun. It was the 
coolness of the air that some believed 
contributed to the horsepower gains, 
though the feeling wasn't universal. 

In any case, Johnson and Morris went 
down and Texter and Ciccotto went up. 

Morris had been about five seconds 
behind Texter, with another 16 seconds 
on Ciccotto. Behind Ciccotto came Mark 
Reynolds, who was also disqualified, and 
Frank Stroman, who was granted third. 

Harley-Davidson of Greensboro's 
Guy Edwards, Kegel Motorcycle Com- 
pany’s Curt Ellis, and Joseph Bennardi, 
who took fourth, fifth and sixth, respec- 
tively, were the only other legal finish- 
ers. см

ow Country H-D's Mike Ciccotto 
L made short work of the Buell Light- 

ning Series opener, getting the 
jump on the 13-rider field at the start 
and flying to a commanding win on a 
bright but windy afternoon at Daytona 
International Speedway. 

The Florida resident had nearly five 
seconds at the halfway point, a margin 
he'd stretch to 5.181 by.the end of the 
five-lap, 17.8-mile race. (The race had 
been scheduled for seven laps, but rain 
earlier in the day forced a shortening of 
all events.) 

"| went out this morning after I fell 
down one time on some cool tires, but 
we got some heat on those tires, and I 
knew they would stick," Ciccotto said. 
“1 gave them some testing out there on 
the warmup lap, and we were gone on 
the first lap. When the rain came, it real- 
ly upset me. It takes you down and then 
it motivates you when you get a nice, 
dry track." s 

He completed the race in 10 minutes, 
50.520 seconds at an average speed of 
98.506 mph. 

Ciccotto had won the lone three-lap 
heat race on Saturday by a big number, 
considering how short the race was. It 
would prove to be an omen. 

In the heat, he was in the lead of the 
15-rider field by the second lap, and the 
pack of five in pursuit never got close. 
His margin of victory was 3.926 seconds 
after the 10.68-mile race. 

"I got a decent start, but I just wanted 
to get out there and stay behind the 
guys for a little bit, make some smooth 
clean moves and get around them," he 
said. "Then I put my head down and got 
away. Once I got out in the lead, I knew 
I was clear of everybody making any 
mistakes. And I just tried to focus and 
not make any mistakes and pull away." 

KMC Telecom/Daytona H-D's Richie 
Morris was second, in front of a pack 
that included Chad Healy, Lancaster H- 
D's Randy Texter, and Harley-Davidson 
of Greensboro's David McGrath. 

When the final came, it was clear he 
had the power to win, and he did. 
Never seriously threatened, Ciccotto 
cruised to a comfortable win, lapping 
nearly a second faster than second place. 

That spot was bitterly contested until 
the final lap, when Lancaster H-D's Tex- 
ter pulled away from Healy. 

Those two were well clear of the

orwegian Thorvald Saeby and 
N Fast By Ferracci’s Larry Pegram 

dominated the three-day Cham- 
pionship Cup Series weekend, though 
they came away from the races with 
considerably different outlooks. Saeby 
was ecstatic, while Pegram knew there 
was much work to be done in advance 
of next week’s Daytona 200. 

Eraldo Ferracci brought his new team 
of Pegram and Matt Wait to Daytona 
early, since they hadn't been able to test 
tires back in December. What he quickly 
found out was that they were behind 
the curve and it would take more than 
this weekend to catch up. 

Asked what he learned from the

weekend's races, Ferracci was, as 
always, candid. 

“That we have a lot of problems,” he 
answered. “There’s very little selection 
of tires. They send tires and we don’t 
know what they are. We have a new 
shock, new tire, new bike, new rider. 
We have to go back to the basics that 
worked last year.” 

Ferracci also said that Michelin 
hadn’t brought the tire which he used 
last year but had sent the tire Scott Rus- 
sell used to win the 1998 Daytona 200. 
The problems compounded each other, 
and they began with a suspension that 
abused both the tires and rider. Until 
that gets sorted out, finding a tire will be 
impossible. 

Pegram won three races and would 
have won a fourth except that he’d been 
instructed to follow his teammate Wait 
to see how his bike handled - which was 
not at all well, as it turned out. All 
weekend, Wait’s bike was unstable on 
the banking, causing him to pull in after 
the warmup lap in one race and early in 
another. 

“The thing shakes so bad, I can’t 
hang on,” said Wait, who had only done 





























a few laps at Willow Springs prior to 
Daytona. “It starts from the rear and 
goes into a tank-slapper. It’s too danger- 
ous to try to figure out. Pegram was 
behind me and he could see it yester- 
day.” 

Wait won one race and was on his 
way to winning a second when he 
crashed exiting the chicane in Sunday’s 
Unlimited Grand Prix. 

"I'd just passed Larry,” Wait said, 
"and Larry was behind me and said 1 
drifted wide. I leaned the right side of 
the tire on the edge of the dirt. It wasn't 
like I lost it going in." 

Wait came away from the weekend 
knowing that he was just starting to get 
to the baseline he needs to understand 
the Italian V-twin. 

"I'm getting a little bit better feel for 
it,” Wait said. "This has been a pretty 
good test, other than the bike not han- 
dling right. Right now, I'm losing a sec- 
ond and a half on the banking." 

The only thing that could stop Fast 
By Ferracci's Larry Pegram in the Expert 
GTO class would be problems, and they 
very nearly did. 


















Jetting off from his seventh-row start 
in a field of 61, Pegram was in the lead 
by the third lap and he ran away, 
though he had to pit for a stop-and-go 
penalty after it was decided he'd 
jumped the start. Once he got going 
again, he was untouchable. 

The race was eventually red-flagged 
about four minutes shy of the 30-minute 
time limit, with Pegram firmly in com- 
mand after running lap times mostly in 
the high 1:54 range. 

“ТЕ was great that the race was 30 
minutes long," Pegram said. "It gave us 
a lot of time to test the tires. I can't 
believe I got the meatball (stop-and-go) 
flag. I started way back on the seventh 
row and just took off really cautiously. 
My lap times were nothing special. We 
were having some problems with the 
bike's setup, but we have plenty of time 
to figure things out before next week." 

Rad Greaves was second on a Suzuki 
750, with Hooters Suzuki's Jamie Bow- 
man third. 

Wait got his revenge in Saturday's 
seven-lap Expert Super Twins race. 
After getting the holeshot, he was quick- 
ly passed by his FBF teammate Pegram, 






































whom he chased for six laps. Wait took 
the lead on the final lap and held off 
Pegram at the flag by half a wheel - offi- 
cially 0.391 seconds. He completed the 
25-mile race in 13 minutes, 25.915 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 111.317 
mph - the fastest of the weekend. 

“It was just determination,” Wait 
said of his first complete race on the 
Ducati. “I wanted to beat Larry 
(Pegram). I’m trying to get my setup 
right for the Daytona 200. I've got two 
more races tomorrow to try to dial the 
bike in to where it needs to be. Hopeful- 
ly, we'll get it done the best we can to be 
able to run up in front in the 200. I think 
it’s important - no matter where you're 
racing at or what race it is - to try to win. 
It shows you are really giving it 100 per- 
cent. I just pushed the tires and pushed 
the bike and caught up a little bit every 
lap." 

Pegram won again on Sunday morn- 
ing in the Unlimited Grand Prix class. It 
took him until the start of the second lap 














(of seven) to getin front. Wait went with 
him, and the pair cleared out running in 
the mid-1:53 range, some of their best 
times of the weekend. 

Wait took the lead on the fifth lap but 
went down exiting the chicane soon 
after and handed Pegram the win. Suzu- 
ki GSXR-750 pilot Rad Greaves was sec- 
ond, 7.7891 seconds back, with Cycle 
Works' Steve Moriarty, also on a 750cc 
Suzuki, third. 

Pegram completed the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race in 13 minutes, 37.404 seconds 
at an average speed of 109.752 mph. 

"We've still got a little way to go try- 
ing to get the bike dialed in,” Pegram 
said. “We didn’t get to test here in 
December, so thank God we got this in, 
but we need more laps. Seven laps 
doesn’t give us the time to do what we 
need to do. It was very windy today, 
especially down the front straightaway.” 

Pegram’s final win came in the final 
race of the weekend: the Expert Heavy- 
weight Superbike contest. 

Wait pulled in after the warmup lap 
when he knew that his Ducati was more 
than a handful. That left the race to the 
same trio that took the podium spots in 
the Unlimited GP: Pegram, Greaves and 
Moriarty. 

Pegram took the lead on the front 
straight of the first lap and was gone. 
Greaves, who had the early lead, was 
second, and Moriarty came out of the 
pack on the fourth of five laps to claim 
third, about 11 seconds behind Greaves. 

This race took Pegram nine minutes, 
40.393 seconds to complete at an aver- 
age speed of 110.408 mph. He won by 
8.028 seconds. 

Thorvald Saeby finally ended years 
of frustration at the Speedway by win- 

















ning two races on Saturday and another 
pair on Sunday. Having led a race on 
Friday only to be docked with a stop- 
and-go penalty for jumping the start 
and finishing fourth, Saeby won two 
races and captured the pole for Sun- 
day’s NASB EBC Brakes Sport Bike 
final. 

“I've never won in Daytona," Saeby 
said. “This has been my dream. I can’t 
describe it. It’s one of the biggest 
moments in my racing career.” 

His first win came in the Expert Mid- 
dleweight Superbike race against a pair 
of Kawasakis belonging to Eric Wood 
and 4&6 Computrack’s Todd Harring- 
ton. By the second of seven laps, Saeby 
was in charge, though not with any con- 
fidence. Harrington was quickly by him, 
and Wood pushed Saeby to third on the 
fourth lap after leading out of the chi- 
cane on the prior lap. The trio went at it 
right to the end, swapping repeatedly 
on lap six to set up a hectic lap seven. 


Wood led through the International 
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races.

Horseshoe on the final lap, with Saeby 
taking the point coming off of the West 
Banking. He kept the lead into and out 
of the chicane (normally not a wise 
move), but he had the power of his new 
Yamaha R-6 to pull him through and, 
with a move low down on the banking, 
he beat Harrington to the strip by 0.894 
seconds. Wood was a shadow third. 

Saeby completed the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race in 13 minutes, 57.171 seconds 
at an average speed of 107.161 mph. 

“We're just here because it's a very 
good way of getting things rolling," 
Saeby said. "Back home (in Norway), 
there's snow, and so there's no riding. 
By the time I get back, hopefully I'll 
have a lot of valuable knowledge about 
the bike and be a little ahead. It's going 
to be fun to see how we can do in the 
AMA." 

Two races later, Saeby came back and 
won the second (and faster) of the two 
three-lap EBC Brakes Sport Bike heat 
races. Again, he would vanquish Eric 
Wood and the Penguin Racing School 
Kawasaki, though the win was harder 
than his first and the finish was closer. 

Wood had jumped out to a big lead 
before Saeby, starting from the fourth 
row, began to quickly close on the third 
lap. By the time they hit the chicane, 
Saeby was on Wood, getting near 
enough to slingshot by at the finish. 

He won the race by 0.202 seconds in 
six minutes, 1.860 seconds at an average 
speed of 106.251 mph. 

"Being able to beat the high level of 
competition makes me feel good," Saeby 
said. 

The Norwegian had also been 
involved in Friday's best race - the 
Expert GTU. 





It began as a runaway for Saeby and 
his Yamaha R-6, only he was judged to 
have jumped the start and was forced in 
at the end of the second lap for a stop- 
and-go penalty. When he rejoined the 
race, in fourth place, he was part of a 
quartet that would swap spots for the 
duration of the 30-minute, 15-lap race. 

At one time or another, Saeby, Yama- 
ha-mounted Ken Krebs, and Suzuki rid- 
ers Ed Bartoli and Joshua Kurt Hayes 
led it. Bartoli, as it turned out, had the 
strongest runner, egsily passing the oth- 
ers on the straights, though losing 
ground in the infield. 

With two laps to go, the four were 
running together. Then Hayes used traf- 
fic judiciously and managed to stay 
ahead of the pursuing trio to the check- 
ered flag. 

“І started way back in the second 
wave of riders," Hayes said. "Slicing my 








way through to the front was quite an 
adventure. Once I got up to the lead 
pack, I found that those guys were rid- 
ing really well. That number-102 bike 
(Ed Bartoli) was very fast on the bank- 
ing. I took the lead but couldn't hold 
him off. I finally got out front for good 
by making it really cleanly through the 
chicane." 

Krebs was second, 0.669 seconds 
back, with Bartoli and Saeby finishing 
close behind. 

Hayes completed the 15-lap, 53.4- 
mile race in 30 minutes, 9.056 seconds at 
an average speed of 106.265 mph. 

On Sunday, Saeby disappeared from 
the Expert Middleweight Grand Prix 
class, only to be brought back to earth 
when the race was red-flagged. A light 
rain had been falling, which caused a 
crash exiting tite first horseshoe. 

The restart wasn't as kind to Saeby, 
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with first Ken Krebs and then Cycles of 
Palm Beach's Michael Luke sticking to 
him. 

Saeby was quick on the banking and 
he made a bold move, nearly three 
wide, in the fast left-hand kink to get the 
lead on the fifth lap. Luke wasn’t having 
it and retook the front spot on the back 
straight, leading across the stripe on lap 
six before Saeby used the draft to take 
the lead into the chicane, only to lose it 
at the line. 

Luke started the last lap in the lead; 
with Saeby and Krebs close behind. This 
was their order exiting the chicane - it 
was anyone’s race. Luke, however, was 
pushing the wind and would have the 
hardest time. 

Saeby knew what to do by now, 
using the draft to nudge Luke by 0.177 
seconds. Krebs finished third. Krebs, 
however, would later be disqualified, 
and Mark Lawson was awarded third. 

The final victory for Saeby came in 
the afternoon’s Expert Middleweight 
Supersport class. This one was close all 
the way. Todd Harrington led Saeby 
from the midpoint on, only to get snook- 
ered with a draft pass at the line. 

Saeby’s margin of victory was 0.177 
seconds after he completed the seven- 
lap, 17.8-mile race in 14 minutes, 35.020 
seconds at an average speed of 102.526 
mph. 

Of his two wins, the Expert Light- 
weight Sportsman was by far the easiest 
for Frank Stroman. There was virtually 
no competition for him, and he won by 
16.224 seconds, racing his Kawasaki 597 
twin to victory in 15 minutes, 20.121 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 97.500 mph. 

"Seems like I’m cornering a little bet- 
ter than the other guys,” Stroman said. 
"Through the chicane, I think, I’m pick- 
ing up a lot of speed with my late break- 
ing going in the chicane and also turn 
one." 

In Friday's penultimate race, the 
Expert Lightweight Superbike, Stroman 
saddled up the Kawasaki again, this 
time lurking near the front before mak- 


ing a dramatic and decisive moveat the - 


finish. 

Stroman was up to third on the sixth 
of seven laps after running fifth for 
much of the early going. Ducati-mount- 
ed Christopher Boy and Beach Sport- 
cycles’ Yamaha 400-equipped Ron Perry 
were the early pacesetters. 

Stroman's chances didn't look good, 
with Boy using traffic well to gain what 
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looked like a significant edge. On the 
final lap, it all changed. Boy’s bike 
slowed with an engine misfire (he and 
Perry were running out of gas), and 
Stroman caught the draft of the leaders, 
moving from third to first entering the 
chicane on the final lap. From there he 
held the power on and shot across the 
line 0.319 seconds (about half a wheel) 
in front of Perry. C&W Cycle Works’ 
Greg Doney finished third, with Boy 
dropping to fourth. 

"| don't know what happened to the 
two guys that were leading most of the 
race," Stroman said of the two who 
were getting low on fuel. “I just nailed it 
through the chicane and made the pass 
to take over the lead. І never dreamed I 
would be able to catch those guys." _ 

Boy was trying to win his second 
race in a row when he faltered in the 
Expert Lightweight Superbike race. Just 
a race earlier, he'd made short work of 
Greg Doney in the Expert Heavyweight 
Sportsman event. 

Doney was away first, and Boy was 
back in the pack before quickly moving 
forward to take over the lead on the 
third lap. From there, he steadily pulled 
away, eventually winning the seven-lap, 
25-mile race by 8.127 seconds in 15 min- 
utes, 25.459 seconds at an average speed 
of 96.838 mph. 

"At the beginning, I was just pacing 
myself," said Gulfstream, Florida's Boy. 
"About halfway through the race, I 
started picking up the pace. I could feel 
my bike start shaking when someone 
came up to draft me on the banking. 
After I pulled out a gap on second place, 
I started looking back coming out of the 
horseshoe to gauge my lead." 

Ron Perry, who finished behind Stro- 
man in the Expert Lightweight Super- 
bike race, earned his lone win in Fri- 
day's 30-minute Expert GT Lights race, 
but only as a result of a disqualification. 

Perry was in front of the 16-rider 
field on the second of what would be a 
14-lap race. Boy soon joined him and 
held the spot until both were passed by 
Norwegian Oistein Borch on a Honda 
RS250. 

Borch went on to win comfortably. 
The only problem is that the RS-250 is 
illegal in this class (an RS-125 would 
have been legal), and thus he was dis- 
qualified. 

That gave the win to Perry, who was 
a comfortable second, with Richard 
Inman second on a BMW 650, and

Doney third. Boy ran into problems and 
dropped out on the 10th lap. 

"I've been having problems all week 
with my bike leaking oil," Doney said. 
“I think I finally got it solved just before 
the race. I had a good time chasing 
down Greg Doney. Then Chris Boy and 
I hooked up for a few laps and were 
drafting back and forth with each other. 
During the final laps, I was just hoping 
that the engine would make it to the 
checkered flag." 

Canadian Mario Martin won a pair of 
races on the Hooters Suzuki and led a 
third race. 

The first win for Martin was a run- 
away in Sunday's opening event: the 
Amateur Heavyweight Supersport race. 
There was a red flag on the third lap, 
but that didn't stop Martin. He picked 
up where he left off and won by an 
impressive 14.446 seconds at the end of 
the seven-lap, 25-mile race. Martin com- 
pleted the race in 14 minutes, 32.913 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 102.773 
mph. Second went to Clubhouse Restau- 
rant's Jeremy Steiner, on a Suzuki, with 
ProFab Motorcycle Service's Joseph 
Capelli, also on a Suzuki, third. 

On Friday, Steiner had pushed his 
Clubhouse Restaurant Suzuki GSXR-750 
into the lead on the 13th lap of the 30- 
minute Amateur GTO race. The Day- 
tona Beach resident, a recent transplant 
from Maryland, then sped away to take 
the win, with fellow Floridians Kevin 
Novak and Raife Snover second and 
third, respectively, on their similar 
Suzukis. 

"That is just an awesome feeling, to 
win here," the 25-year-old said. "The 
start of the race was really dicey. Bikes 
were darting everywhere. I battled with 
a couple of guys early on, but my bike 
was set up really well for the infield and 
that's where I was making good time." 

Martin was back in the Amateur 
Middleweight Supersport race, but this 
time he was in for a fight. He led a 
three-rider breakaway on the: back 
straight of the first lap and held on for 
another before Page Gaithings drove by 
him on his Honda. 

Martin soon took the lead back, then 
lost it, taking it back on the run from the 
chicane to the line. 

It was close - 0.348 seconds - at the 
end of the five-lap, 17.8-mile race, which 
he completed in 10 minutes, 48.318 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 98.840 mph. 

Gaithings was the shadow in second, 











with Lightning Fast Racing's Sean Stein- 
brueck, on a Honda, third. 

The race Martin led was Friday's 
Amateur GTO. He pulled in while in 
front on the 13th lap, and the race was 
eventually won by Jeremy Steiner. 

Other multiple winners included 
Arthur Wagner, who won the Amateur 
Lightweight Sportsman and Amateur 
Lightweight Grand Prix on his Harley- 
Davidson 1200. He also finished second 
in the Amateur Lightweight Superbike 
contest. Shannon Santoni won a pair of 
races on his SWS Racing Yamaha FZR- 
400, the Amateur Grand Prix Lights and 
the Amateur Lightweight Superbike. ем

Suzuki of Gastonia-backed Chester 
grabbed the lead in heat two, followed 
by Buehl, Brandon Lacey, DeHaan and 
Skyler Harris. DeHaan stuffed Lacey in 
a berm for third place and Buehl quickly 
slipped past Chester in the whoops for 
the lead. Matt Smith, Denton Shaffer 
and Brian Watts all battled for fourth 
and the final transfer. Smith kept the 
pressure on and captured the final 
transfer spot with Buehl, Chester and 
DeHaan finishing in front of him. 

Heat three saw Antunez and Willoh 








leading the way, with Janssen emerging 
in third. The only battle was the one for 
fourth between John Merwin of 
Wyoming and Hale, with Hale eventual- 
ly getting the nod. Antunez led Willoh 
home for the heat-race victory, with 
Janssen taking a hard-fought third. 

Hodges busted out first in the 125cc 
main event, but Antunez railed the cor- 
ner and led through the whoops. 
Hodges dropped back inside and toók 
the lead over the big double as Buehl, 
Willoh, Hofmaster, Chester, Rand and 
Keith Johnson gave chase. 

It didn't take long for Antunez to 
move back into the lead, and it was a 
position he wouldn't relinquish. 

Buehl, meanwhile, blasted by 
Hodges in the whoops, with Willoh fol- 
lowing suit. Keith Johnson and Rand 
came together, with Johnson getting the 
worst of it. Stephenson was the victim of 
a bad start, but he had worked his way 
by Hofmaster, Rand and Chester. 

Stephenson then moved in and 
passed Hodges for a come-through-the- 
pack fourth-place finish. Chester tripled 
enough to pass Rand and Hofmaster for 





sixth place, just behind Hodges. Chris 
Papsworth held off Fitch for ninth place. 

Antunez rode flawlessly to lead 
Buehl and Willoh across the line as they 
lapped all the way up to sixth-placed 
Chester by the end of the race. 

When the gate dropped on the 250cc 
main event, it was Willoh leading the 
way to the first corner. Buehl wasn't 
wasting any time, however, and he 
blasted by Willoh through the whoops 
to take over the lead. Antunez, mean- 
while, dropped under Willoh and they 


































shot off the double jump side by side. 
Stephenson, Rand, Keith Johnson, 
DeHaan, Janssen, Hofmaster and 
Hodges followed. 

Antunez then tripled inside Willoh 
and wrested away second place - and 
started gaining on Buehl. Antunez then 
shot by Buehl down the start straight, 
but Buehl returned the favor through 
the whoops. Antunez wasn’t finished. 
He made a move in a corner, got a good 
drive and doubled past Buehl for the 
lead. 

The crowd's focus was on the top 
three as Antunez, Buehl and Willoh 
were running in together and leaving 
the pack in their wake. At the halfway 
mark, Antunez drilled Kevin Johnson 
while lapping him in the whoops, allow- 
ing Buehl and Willoh to slip by. By the 
time Antunez was free from Johnson's 
bike, he'd already dragged it up to the 
big double. 

Willoh saw this as his big chance and 
he attacked his teammate Buehl, taking 
out Buehl's front wheel. Antunez, 
though, didn't give up, and he was close 
as the race drew to a close. On the last 
lap, Antunez was so close that Willoh 
went down the start straight looking 
over his shoulder in an effort to block 
him. Antunez then squared off the cor- 
ner a bit early and Willoh banged into 
him, and both riders went over the step- 
up before the whoops with their handle- 
bars locked. Willoh broke free on the 
inside, and the pair raced down the 
whoops side by side, with Willoh taking 
the narrow victory. 

Stephenson, Buehl, Rand, Hofmaster, 
Hodges, Chester, DeHaan and Hale 
rounded out the top 10. 

“I don't respect it (the blocking),” an 
upset Antunez said. "It wasn't racing. 
I'll just bang into him harder tomor- 
row." 

"I'm battling for a championship," 
Willow countered. "I hate to take out a 
teammate.

The sellout crowd was still buzzing 
from Friday night's 250cc main when 
the first 125cc heat race got under way 
on Saturday. Antunez leaped out front, 
with Hodges, Chester, Willoh, Shaffer, 
Hale and Gio Tedesco giving chase. 
Antunez kept up the pace to take the 
heat-race victory. Chester blazed by 
Hodges for second, with Willoh taking 
third and Hodges fourth. 

Ivàn Tedesco of New Mexico charged 
to the lead in the second heat and 
ripped off perfect laps all the way to the 
finish. Buehl got close at the end for sec- 
ond, with Stephenson, DeHaan, 
Papsworth and Keith Johnson filling the 
top six. Tedesco then crashed while 
doing a front-wheel wheelie on his vic- 
tory lap. 

Rand forged to the front in heat 
three, with Smith, Hofmaster, Fitch and 
Clark Janssen all packed up tightly for 
second. Fitch passed Hofmaster for 
third prior to putting a pass on Smith 
for second place. Hofmaster then stuffed 
Fitch and whipped the double to take 
back second. Fitch looked good, but he 
stumbled in the whoops, allowing Clark 
to get even and then slip by for the 
third-place transfer. 

Antunez was first to the first corner 
in the first 250cc heat, but Willoh and 
Chester got by him in the whoops. 
Antunez regained some ground on 
Chester and passed him, pushing 
Willoh to the finish. Willoh, Antunez 
and Chester transferred. 

Buehl stuffed Keith Johnson in the 
first corner in the second heat as 
Stephenson, Johnson, Hodges, Lacey 





and Rocky Johnson gave pursuit. Keith 
Johnson then crashed in the whoops, 
giving Hodges third place. Lacey was 
next to go, as he also threw it down in 
the whoops. Stephenson kept Buehl in 
sight and almost made the pass, but 
Buehl held on for the win. Hodges and 
Keith Johnson filled the top five. 

Rand's hot hand continued in heat 
three, as he led the way. DeHaan fought 
with Hofmaster, Ivan Tedesco, Hale, 
Janssen and Chris Blankenship for sec- 
ond place, with Hofmaster throwing 
down such an impressive block-pass 
that Tedesco was also able to move by 
DeHaan. DeHaan tried everything he 
could, but he finished fourth behind 
Rand, Hofmaster and Tedesco. 

Thje 16-lap 125cc main event began 
with Antunez leading Hodges, Buehl, 
Hofmaster, Willoh, Rand, Tedesco and 
Clark. Willoh quickly passed Hofmaster 


for fourth, and two laps later Hodges 
blew a berm and lost five places. 

Antunez was ripping out front, with 
Buehl and Willoh trying to keep pace. 
Tedesco outjumped Rand to take over 
fourth while Hodges worked back by 
Keith Johnson and Chester 

Meanwhile, up front, teammates 
Buehl and Willoh pushed each other 
close to Antunez with the race winding 
down. They couldn't match the master 
in traffic, however, and Antunez took 
the win. Willoh tried an inside move on 
Buehl, but his teammate refused to be 
taken for the fool two nights in a row 
and he held on to second. Willoh was 
third, with Tesesco a smooth fourth. 
Rand, Hofmaster, DeHaan, Hodges, 
Chester and Keith Johnson rounded out 
the top 10.

had a major step-over-the-bars get-off 
that cut off Antunez from the 
Willoh/Buehl duel.

Then Robertson, a 
lapper, crashed right in front of Buehl, 
slowing him down even more. Mean- 
while, Stephenson had passed DeHaan, 
and on the last lap he worked by Rand 
for a well-earned fourth. 

Willoh whipped it sideways to start 
the last lap and held off his pursuers on 
the final lap to take the victory. Buehl 
watched from second, with Antunez 
third and Stephenson, Rand, DeHaan, 
Hodges, Ivan Tedesco, Chester and Hof-

On a typical weekend, you might find this desert- 

racing mecca covered with hundreds of racers, 
various off-road racing club banners waving in the dry 
breeze, adorning the area in a multitude of colors. It 
was much the same nearly 40 years ago, long before 
the booming sound of big four-stroke twins were 
replaced by the piercing wail of two-strokes. 

Back then, the 39th annual Big Bear Run was 
under way. The year was 1960, and a 16-year-old 
kid on a Royal Enfield shocked the racing world 
when he roared to the overall win in the extreme, 150- 
mile desert-racing classic that ended in the mountain 
pines of Big Bear. On a day when just slightly over 200 out 
of the 760 starters finished this historical desert-racing 
event, the winning racing career - and {һе legend - of 
Eddie Mulder was born. 

The kid started out like so many racing stars, past and 
present. Mulder practically grew up on a motorcycle in the 
Southern California desert community of Lancaster. His 
father owned a Triumph/Matchless dealership, which 
allowed Mulder the opportunity to ride daily and develop the 
skills that he would later use to win the District 37 number- 
one plate, to twice become the National Cross Country (Hare 
and Hound) Champion, and to become one of the most 
respected figures in Class C flat-track racing - especially on 
the TT courses, as he went on to earn the National number 
12. When his professional racing career ran its course, 
Mulder then went on to work in the motion-picture busi- 
ness as a stunt rider, where his riding expertise made him 
one of the top men in the field. 

The more things change, the more they stay the same. 
Today, Mulder enjoys a comfortable lifestyle with his wife, 
Jodie, in their beautiful Southern California home. He continues 
to stay very busy, doing stunt work in film and commercials 
both on motorcycles and in cars while working for Drivers Inc. 
As if that isn't enough, when Mulder isn't working in front of a 
movie camera, he is busy promoting dirt track events such as the 
Sacramento Vintage National mile with his friend and former 
Triumph teammate Gene Romero. He also promotes an annual 
vintage half mile event at Willow Springs International Raceway. 

It doesn't stop there, either. Mulder's love for racing has 
never faded, and he continues to consistently take class wins in 
the Vintage 750cc class as well as giving Pro-class riders fits in 
the heat of competition. Definitely a jack-of-all-trades in motor- 
cycle competition, Mulder had a fantastic 1998 racing season, 
highlighted by his taking top honors in the Vintage 750cc class at 
the Pikes Peak hillclimb. And he returned to his "roots," tackling 
his first desert race in many years - the '97 Baja 1000 - obviously 
deciding against any attempt at a gradual transition back into 
the brutal elements of desert racing. 

Spend any amount of time with him and you'll soon realize 
that motorcycling is as big a part of Mulder's life as it has ever 
been. He's a hell of a long way from 16, but the competitive fire 
still burns brightly, tempered nicely with an analytical (and most 
appreciative) memory of it all - a phenomenal career spanning 
over three decades.

Mulder began riding as soon as he could throw 
his leg over a bike, well before the days of the minis. 

“My dad bought me my first Triumph Cub when 
I was 8 or 9," Mulder says. "We rode around on 
those in '57 and '58. Then he turned me loose on the 
big 650s. I was more into riding than school, but the 
bikes kept me out of trouble. As long as my mom 
knew that I was riding, she didn't worry about me." 

The transition from a Cub to a 650 twin was a 
quick one, but the transition from also-ran to winner 
was almost as instant. One of the highlights of Mul- 
der's career came early, as he he took his first overall 
District 37 win in the desert at the young age of 15. 

"| was a member of the Lancaster Trail Blazers 
MC," Mulder remembers with a grin. "It was my 
first ride on a 650 Triumph, and I was battling with 
Bud Ekins. We were going up this rocky uphill, 
and I yelled as I tried to get around him. After I 
yelled, Ekins stalled, and I got around him and 
took the overall." 

Mulder continued to display his natural riding 


talent in the desert, showing the racing world that a 
skinny young kid from Lancaster could really fly on 
the big twins. His first full sponsorship came shortly 
thereafter, as he got a deal to ride a Royal Enfield just 
in time for the Big Bear Hare and Hound. 

“I was a prospective member of the Checkers 
Motorcycle Club when I raced Big Bear on the Royal 
Enfield," Mulder says. "It was a kind of exciting 
thing at the time to be asked to be a Checker. I had to 
wear this question-mark vest that all prospective 
members wear before they become full-fledged 
members. After I won Big Bear, I lost the vest and 
became a Checker." 

Mulder went on to ride Matchlesses and then 
went back to Triumphs, racing against such off-road 
greats as Bud Ekins and Don Surplice. In 1961, at 
the age of 17, Mulder won the AMA District 37 num- 
ber-one plate. Continuing to be sponsored by Tri- 
umph, he consistently won in the desert. More suc- 
cess followed, as he captured AMA cross-country 
wins at Adelanto, California, in 1962 and Ridgecrest, 



































































California, in 1963. Between 1961 and 1964, Mulder won a total of 
six National Championship Hare and Hounds. 

"| rode the Championship Hare and Hounds for Pat Owens Tri- 
umph,” Mulder remembers. “We won the championships in 1961 
and 1962. Then the one-unit-construction Triumph came out and 
Triumph gave us the first one. Actually, I had the first one in the 
United States, First they built mine and then they built Don Sur- 
plice’s. Triumph was paying us to win championships, and I went 
on to win both the championships in 1963.” 

As his interest in and desire to make a living at racing began 
to increase, Mulder began to diversify, concentrating more on 
the track than on desert racing. Actually, the reason for 
doing so was black and white - or rather, green and white. 

“Т started racing at the tracks because that was where 
the money was, and I knew that I wanted to do this for a 
living,” Mulder says. "T 4 

Mulder began sliding around Southern California TT and $ 
scramble tracks - places like Ascot, Acton and El Cajon. it wasn't 
long before his presence was known, and he soon built up the 
winning record that has gained him his status as a TT racing leg- 
end. ; 
“My first race at Ascot, І was the first novice to qualify and sit in 
the 100-lapper,” Mulder says. “I was the eighth-fastest qualifier and I 
took a sixth in the 100-lapper. I don’t think that I was defeated at any 
races as a novice, and I think that I was only defeated in one main 
event as an amateur. At El Cajon, I won something like 57 races 
straight! It was a gas! Back then, the novices, amateurs and experts all 
ran together, so I ran with the fast guys like Skip Van Leeuwen, Jack 
Simmons, Sid Polyne and Clark White. They didn't separate the 
classes; they just put everybody's number in a hat, pulled it out 
and then you would run the heat and the main if you qualified." 

That is certainly different than today, where the riders can 
ride with other beginners and novices before transferring to the 
expert ranks. Mulder recalls how it was a little intimidating at 
first, lining up with the experts as a novice. 

" At first I thought that it was kind of scary," Mulder says. 
"At El Cajon, I won my first main as a novice against Van 
Leeuwen and all those fast guys, and after that it was cake. It 
was really neat." 

It could also be a grind. Looking back on it all, Mulder 
remembers that it took a lot of dedication to be a competitive 
presence at the tracks. Even with the Triumph factory ride, there 
were no factory semis hauling the equipment, and no plane tickets. 
Mulder remembers having to drive hundreds of miles after one race 
in order to make another race the following day. 

“My buddy Don Surplice used to take me to all the pro races after I 
quit the desert," Mulder says. “We would go down to San Diego every 
Friday night, race, and then go up to Selma (in Northern California) 
for the Saturday races, flying down the highway at 100 mph to get 
there for the next day's race. It was pretty crazy." 

By the age of 19, Mulder was a full-fledged pro, carrying National 
number 12 on his Triumphs. He also devoted his talents primarily to 
the TT steeplechases, quickly gaining the reputation that follows 
him today as one of the all-time greats on the TT track. His winning 
ability at such a young age caused him to be held in high regard by 
most of the seasoned professional riders. 

“Actually, I got along with just about everyone,” Mulder says. "I kind of did 
my own thing. Now I think that I would probably take it a little more seriously than I 
did, but it all turned out real well, and I made a good career out of it, and I still do

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today. I don’t think that I would change 
anything if I had to do it all over again.” 

Mulder continued to stay on top in 
the TT circuit, and he also smoked the 
indoor short track at Long Beach, win- 
ning all nine events on a Triumph Cub 
in 1965. At Ascot Park, Mulder was the 
king, earning high-point honors for 
eight years straight, and winning just 
about everything there was to win. 

But he never rode the entire national 
circuit. He did go on to win the presti- 


gious Triple Crown TT Series that was 


held at Peoria, Castle Rock and Ascot if 
1966. 

“1 was the only one to ever win all 
the Triple Crown TTs back to back,” 
Mulder says. "Then I turned around 
and won Ascot again, and I won Sante 
Fe. Гуе won every TT that was on the 
national schedule. I went to Sante Fe in 
1972 because they didn't have that event 
earlier in my career, and I ended up set- 
ting the fast time and then went on and 
won my heat race and the main event." 

Mulder even had his go on the two- 
strokes, and he began riding a Montesa 
360 in some of the TT events. He was 
able to capture a fourth at the Houston 
Astrodome TT on a Montesa, and it was 
also the brand that he used to make yet 
another transition, as he began tackle 
motocross. Once again, the learning 
curve was a steep one, as Mulder found 
himself mixing it up with the sport's 
best. 

“I was one of the first guys that got to 
race against the Europeans, and I did 
that for about a year," Mulder says. 
"That was when Roger De Coster, Joel 
Robert and all those guys first came out 
here (to America). They were absolutely 
amazing. They had an exhibition one 
night at Ascot the night before the Dirt 
Diggers Hopetown Grand Prix, and all 
these Europeans were there to ride a TT. 
I borrowed one of Roger DeCoster's 
spare bikes for the race and went 
around all of them in the first corner 
and smoked them all towards the first 
jump. We went about six laps, and I beat 
them all and I got a standing ovation. 
(Promoter) J.C. Agajanian gave me a 
hundred bucks, which was kind of cool. 
Then we went to the motocross the next 
day and the Europeans just hammered 
me. They were so fast." 

Just as change was coming in the 
sport of motorcycle racing, it was also

coming in Mulder's career. He had a 
presence at the track and a flashy and 
aggressive riding style that drew atten- 
tion, and soon he was approached by 
the movie industry for motorcycle stunt 
work. One of his first gigs came in the 
classic Clint Eastwood film "Magnum 
Force." 

“One night, this guy comes up to me 
at Ascot and says he needs someone to 
jump 125 feet from the deck of one air- 
craft carrier to another on a police- 
dressed Triumph," Mulder recollects. 
"They asked me if I was interested, and 
I thought, ‘What the hell, sure.’ They 
picked me up in Burbank and flew me 
to San Fransisco. I took a look at it and 
said, ‘Sure.’ But what we didn't figure 
on in the distance of the jump was the 
tide change, so when I made the jump, 
there was an extra distance of almost 
three feet between the decks of the carri- 
ers. It was real close.”

Mulder continues to work in the 
movie industry today, where has dou- 
bled for such actors as James Brolin and 
done numerous car and motorcycle 
chase and crash scenes in shows and 
commercials. His resume features work 
from. such popular shows as "Dukes of 
Hazard" and “CHiPs.” Recently, Mul- 
der's driving ability could be viewed in 
the Subaru automobile commercials fea- 
turing actor Paul Hogan. 

And when he isn't doing stunt work, 
he's still racing. Vintage dirt track racing 
has provided Mulder with the means to 
once again show his stuff on the track, 
and he continues to slide his Triumph 
750 - a machine that he and his longtime 
friend Jack Hately built. 

"Vintage racing has really helped 
bring back the sport of dirt track rac- 
ing," Mulder says. “It has really opened 
up a whole new avenue for racing. Who 
would have thought that I would be 








running around the Sacramento Mile at 
130 mph when I'm 54 years old? The 
vintage nationals are great, and I really 
enjoy getting involved with promoting 
these races. It has enabled a whole 
group of racers from the '60s and '70s to 
come back and race, and it has knitted 
us back together. It has also given the 
people who have always dreamed of 
racing the chance to do it." 

He also gets a lot of pleasure build- 
ing bikes. One if his most recent restora- 
tions is a Triumph TR6 desert sled. 

“I love to sit out here in the garage 
and build and work on motorcycles," 
Mulder says. “It’s a great feeling to see a 
50- or 60-year-old guy getting to fire off 
a new bike that I built.” 

Motorcycle racing has given to Mul- 
der exactly what he has given to it - so 
many fond memories and great stories, 
such as: : 

"The year that I won the Triple 
Crown at Peoria, I lost my clutch before 
the qualifier. Smitty, the local Triumph 
dealer, said that I could pick any bike 
that I wanted. I pulled the clutch out of 
one of his bikes, slapped it into mine 
and set the fast time and then won the 
heat and the National. At the trophy 
presentation, I gave the big trophy to his 
son, Bobby. Well, last year at the event 
at Willow Springs, this guy walks up to 
me and hands me this box and says, ‘I 
thought that you might like to have 
this.' I opened up the box and it was the 
trophy that I had won in Peoria. The Tri- 
umph dealer's son gave me back my tro- 
phy after all these years. It about made 
me cry. I was real proud to have it back. 
It's amazing."

E. and drive one of the trucks shuttling 


the riders at the 1997 Baja 1000. Then 
I get this call and it was Scott saying 
that he had lost his other rider and 
he wanted me to take the guy's 
place.

overall. It was really amazing! Bruce 
Ogilvie and Honda took real good care 
of us.” 

Im many ways, Mulder has never 
strayed far from home. From his 
‘house, which overlooks Acton, one can 
see the area that once held the race track 
where he began his racing career, a 
career which has outlasted that facility 
as well as Ascot, where he set numerous 
track records throughout the "605 and 
/70s. No matter. Mulder's house is a ver- 
itable racing museum, complete with 
eye-catching posters from those days, 
and photos that show him taking the 
checkered flag while mounted on some 
bestial incarnation of a big twin, wear- 
ing jeans, work boots and a T-shirt. The 
man in those pictures is a little older 
now, and a lot wiser. But he has never 
lost the passion. Once a racer, always a 
racer. 

“It's just a great feeling to run off in a 
corner on the track and roost dirt!" Mul- 
der says. "I love this sport. I was out of 
dirt track racing for a few years, doing 
the stunt stuff, but the vintage racing 
has been good for the sport, and it is 
really growing, and it keeps a lot of peo- 
ple busy. Besides, you can only do so 
much yardwork!" см

T wo things are clear: We know 
Honda has a V-twin superbike, 
and we know they took the time 
and expense to take their two best 
superbike riders - Colin Edwards II and 
Aaron Slight - to Phillip Island for two 
days of intensive secret testing. Whether 
or not Honda's own factory team will 
use the V-twin as the basis of its effort to 
win the World Superbike Champi- 
onship is open to speculation. 

Reliable sources, however, insist that 
the RC45 replacement will be a V-four, 











and the third coming in at high revs. 
The ram-air-equipped twin is said to 
make about 165 hp at the rear wheel - 
compared to the RC45’s 185 hp - and 
have a top speed some 3-4 mph slower 
| than the RC45 at Phillip Island. 

Times from the test were said to be 
promising, with both Edwards and 
Slight circulating in the low 1:35 range 
on the V-twin, not far off times set at the 
recent World Superbike winter test at 
which Ducati's Troy Corser.set a new 
unofficial track record of 1:33.415. At 
that same official winter test, Slight, rid- 
ing the RC45, turned in a 1:33.666, with 
teammate Edwards just behind at 
1:33.841. The Aprilia RSV1000, ridden 
by Peter Goddard, achieved a time of 
1:35.536, and in a separate, earlier test in 
January, Noriyuki Haga lapped Phillip 
Island in 1:35.6. см

WILSEYVILLE, CA, FEB. 21 
T eam Yamaha’s Doug Blackwell 
got a one-kick-start jump, sloshed 
through 10 inches of fresh snow 
faster than anyone else and grabbed the 
holeshot at the Wilseyville National 
Hare Scrambles. From there, Blackwell 
rode on to claim his second consecutive 
overall victory of the AMA National 
Hare Scrambles Series. 

This year’s course originally had 
been set to be 10 miles long, but a few 
miles of the steeper terrain was elimi- 
nated because of the deep snow that had 
fallen during the night. The changes left 
the course 7 1/2 miles in length, which 
weaved in and out of “Boston Gulch,” 
down “Fish Tail Hill” and up “Ball Bear- 
ing Hill," which are some of the event's 
more popular trails. By the time the 
race, which doubled as round four of 
the District 36 Hare Scrambles Series, 
started, the snowfall had stopped, the 
clouds had broken up, and the 109 AA-, 
A- and B-class riders were able to race 
under partly sunny skies. 

After his quick start, Blackwell, the 
defending Hare Scrambles champ, 
relied on his many years of racing expe- 
rience and relaxed into a steady, con- 
stant pace that was geared just right for 
the snow-covered coursé and very 
muddy conditions. 

Blackwell, however, let Jimmy Jar- 
rett, Shane Watts, Matt Stavish and a 
few others pass him, as they made their 
way-around the early portion of the first 
lap. 

"I decided to ride smart, stay back 
and let the others lead and beat out a 
path,” Blackwell said of his race strate- 
gy. “I felt like the old, wise rider." 

During the first three laps, Jarrett, 
Stavish, Watts, Kelby Pepper, Erik 
Kohler, Patrick Garrahan and Brian Gar- 
rahan rotated and swapped the first 





























through eighth positions. Blackwell held 
his pace and hung out around the fifth- 
place position. 

At the end of the second lap, Jarrett 
pitted to exchange goggles and gloves. 

"| was a little surprised by how soon 
so many of us pitted," Jarrett said. "I 
was soaking wet and very cold." 

Jarrett is accustomed to racing in the 
warmer rainy and muddy conditions in 
the GNCC, and this was his first experi- 
ence racing in the cold snow. 

Stavish and Jarrett began to pull fur- 
ther ahead of the pack by the end of the 
third lap, and they took turns exchang- 
ing first and second place. 

The course began to get very rutted 
in various sections, and the faster riders 
were occasionally getting stuck behind 
the slower lapped riders, who were 
stalled in seat-deep mud, blocking the 
only line along portions of the course. 
The 2+2 Racing Team crew (the event's 
organizer) kept a close eye on the trou- 
ble spots and quickly made minor 
reroutes as needed. 

Blackwell was steadily working his 
way toward the front of the pack. After 
the race, he said that - at that time - he 
realized it was time to start "pouring it 
on" when he pitted after lap four. 

" passed Matt coming out of the pits 
and thought Jimmy was still out in front 
of me," Blackwell said. 

Blackwell hadn't noticed that Jarrett 
had also stopped to pit. 

Blackwell began to extend his lead 
over the others early in the fifth lap, and 
Jarrett and Stavish began swapping the 
second- and third-place positions back 
and forth. Elsewhere, Kohler and Pat 
Garrahan settled into consistent and 
comfortable paces, continuing on in the 
fourth- and fifth-place positions. 

“It was a thrill going from 85-degree 
T-shirt-and-shorts weather one day to 
being bundled up and riding in the 
snow the next," said Kohler, who made 
it to Wilseyville after riding the previous 
day in the Best In The Desert race in 
Laughlin, Nevada. "I knew whoever 
didn't drown out their bikes would be 
the winners today." 

Pat Garrahan, who has ridden the 
last nine Wilseyville events, was another 
rider who was racing in snow for the 
first time. 

"It was plenty challenging figuring 
out which lines to choose and where to 
find traction," he said. "Sometimes it 
was easier to ride to the side of the 
course in the fresh snow. My hands 
were dry, but they were so cold, when- 
ever I hit a bump, they flew off the han- 
dlebars." 

Blackwell said he had a little trouble 
on the sixth lap where the course was 
narrow and there was only one line 
through the deep, slushy mud. He came 
up on two slower riders and one of 
them tried to move over so Blackwell 
could pass, and the other rider slid on 
the mud and into him, knocking Black- 
well down. 

“Т fell twice on that lap," Blackwell 
said. "Thankfully, those were the only 
two times for the whole day." 

Blackwell held a good lead near the 
end of the seventh and final lap, when 
he got stuck in the mud on a fire road, 
where the best line wasn't the best 
choice anymore. 

"I thought the others were close 
behind, so I stood my bike on its rear 
wheel, aimed it straight up, and it took 
everything I had to get it out," Blackwell 
said. 

His lead, however, was substantial 
enough, and he easily rode in to take the 
overall victory. He completed all seven 
laps in one hour and 57 minutes. 

Stavish, meanwhile, passed Jarrett 











one last time before the finish to claim 
second, just 12 seconds before Jarrett 
rolled through the final check. Jarrett 
captured third. Kohler crossed the finish 
line six minutes later in fourth, and Pat 
Garrahan followed 36 seconds later for 
fifth. 

The 2+2 Racing Team's weekend- 
long event marked the 50th running of 
cross country racing on the Schaad 
Ranch near Wilseyville, California. On 
Saturday, the AMA's Roger Ansel pre- 
sented owner John Schaad with a special 
plaque honoring his generosity and 
commitment to the sport and commend- 
ed him for hosting those 50 events on 
his 750-acre ranch. 

Saturday's events began with a 1974- 
and-older Vintage-class race that ran for 
45 minutes and covered a 3 '^;-mile 
course of virgin trails, designed by 2+2 
event coordinator George Hendrix and 
his trail crew. 

Several "old-timers," including leg- 
endary Dick Mann on his 1969 BSA, 
took a blast into the past and enter- 
tained the spectators. He took the Over 
60-class win, finishing fourth overall. 

"Today was like a taking a big, giant 
step back in time for many of us," said 
Mann, who talked about the first time 
he came to Wilseyville in 1974. "It's just 
that I don't ride as fast anymore." 

The Novice race was also held on 
Saturday, and 147 riders navigated a 9- 
mile course for an hour and a half in 
nearly ideal conditions. A few mud bogs 
and one particularly slick uphill (after 
“Boston Gulch”) provided the riders 
with a few tough obstacles, but most of 
the course was damp and offered great 
traction. cn

i Hare Scrambles in Laughlin, Neva- 
da, has a fearsome reputation. The 
first race of the Best In The Desert's Sil- 
ver State Series is known for its tight, 
technical terrain, for mile upon mile of 
flesh-piercing cactus, and, after this 
year, for being the course that was 
tough enough to beat Ty Davis. 
Riding solo because his teammate 


was injured, Davis knew he had his. 


work cut out for him when he set sail 
into the 135-mile course, but, after solo- 
ing to victory in last year's event, his 
hopes were high. But that was before he 
discovered just how tough this year's 
Laughlin course was - ànd how tough 
local hotshots Nick and Russ Pearson 
are. The KTM-mounted brothers set a 
blistering pace right off the start that 
forced Davis to pull out all the stops, 
and the grueling course did the rest. 

“Davis had got within, like, 35 sec- 
onds of us, so we were pushing hard, 
and the course was really tough,” said 
Nick Pearson. “It was lots of up-and- 
down, rocks, cactus, and lots of new 
trails. It was tighter and twistier than 
usual - fun but tough. Га hate to solo 
iE 

After four hours and 28 minutes of 
close racing, the Pearsons were still in 
the physical lead when they crossed the 
finish. They looked back to check where 
Davis was on adjusted time, but their 
racelong rival was nowhere to be seen. 

“I knew I was in trouble after the first 
loop," Davis said. "The pace was quick 
and there were no rest stops. I pushed 
my body too hard for too long and I 
ended up dehydrating myself on the last 
loop. I had to pull over." 

With Davis out of the hunt, the Pear- 
sons could finally celebrate victory - and 
their almost-comfortable three-and-a- 
half-minute lead over their next-nearest 
rivals. 

“This really is a big race,” Nick Pear- 
son said. “I mean it's rough, it's tough, 
it's rocky, and there are so many obsta- 
cles you've got to get around, so it's 
good to win it - plus it's the first race of 
the series, and it's always nice to do 
good the first race of the series." 

The more than 200 motorcycle teams 
that turned out for the race were greeted 
by clear skies and bright sun, but a 
chilly wind kept spectators bundled up 
for most of the day. 

The first motorcycle left the line at 
7:30 a.m. and the rest of the racers fol- 
lowed - one bike at a time every 20 sec- 
onds. The course was laid out in a figure 
8, with a 22-mile first loop followed by a 
23-mile second loop, and it didn't take 
long for the racers to realize it was one 
of the most challenging courses some of 
them had ever faced. 

"Since (race organizer) Casey Folks 
has gone to the team format, it seems 
like the course is laid out for teams and, 
whereas before there was a little road, a 
little wash, a little break here or there 
when it used to be a solo race, this thing 
worked you the whole time," said KTM- 





rsons all. 





mounted Scot Harden, who, like Davis, 
found himself riding solo due to his 
partner's injuries. 

"Tight" was the first word out of 
most of the racers' mouths. 

"The course was rough and real tight 
- it definitely wasn't a 500 course," said 
Scott Underwood, who was teamed 
with Greg Zitterkopf on a KX500. "It 
was so tight, I didn't get out of third 
gear on the second loop, and I was told 
by Greg earlier that he didn't get out of 
second gear on loop one. It's probably 
the toughest course I rode in the last two 
years." 

To make things even worse, the first 
lap was extra-tough because much of 


the course had never been ridden 
before. 

“I took the lead like two miles out," 
said Destry Abbott, who led off on the 
KX500 he shared with Brian Brown. "It 
was kind of tough because there was no 
trail. I had to break trail, and in the first 
loop, I didn't do really well." 

By the end of the first 20 miles, the 
Abbott/Brown Kawasaki, a matching 
KX500 piloted by Dave Ondas and 
Shane Esposito, and the Pearson broth- 
ers' KTM had established positions at 
the front of the pack. Davis was coming 
up fast from a last-place start in the 
Open Pro division, and a KTM piloted 
by Bryan Folks and David Pearson was 
making time on the rest of the 250cc Pro 
entries. But for many of the racers, the 
first circuit of the course was more like 
hard work than fun. 

“The start, for me, was horrible,” said 
Yamaha Ү2400Е pilot Tim Staab. "I got 
arm pump really, really bad. I fell like 
three times and stalled it like four times." 








Johnny Campbell would have 
swapped his problems for arm pump in 
a heartbeat. 

"About 10 miles out on the first loop, 
I was going along good and the bike just 
quit," said Campbell, who shared a fac- 
tory-backed Honda XR600 with Cole 
Marshall. “What happened was, I got a 
rock lodged up in the countershaft, and 
it ended up cutting the wires on the 
ignition." 

Campbell got word to the next check- 
point and a radio call went out to his pit, 
but a lot of time had elapsed before 
another Honda rider arrived with 
replacement parts in a backpack. 

“I ended up fixing it and we got 
moving again, but I imagine I was down 
an hour at least," Campbell said. 

The first full circuit of the figure 8 
took an hour and a half to complete. 
Russ Pearson handed over to Nick Pear- 
son in the number-one spot, but, as the 
KTM headed into circuit number two, 
Davis was just a minute behind on

adjusted. time. The Ondas/Esposito 
Kawasaki was another minute back in 
third, and the Abbott/Brown Kawasaki 
and 250cc Pro leaders David Pearson 
and Bryan Folks were within four min- 
utes of the number-one spot. Even the 
top-running Over 30 racers - Larry Roe- 
seler and Mike Healey, who were pilot- 
ing a KX125 - were only five minutes off 
the pace. 

“We chose the 125 because of Laugh- 
lin and how tight it is here, plus that’s 
really the only new bike I had, and Mike 
likes 125s,” Roeseler said. “I know it 
makes it a little bit more challenging, 
but it’s just for fun.” 

As time wore on, many of the racers 
were wishing they had followed Roesel- 
er's small-bike lead. 

"It really doesn't work as good as 
some of the smaller, lighter bikes," said 
Torsten Bostrom of the XR600 he shared 
with Jonah Street. "There's a lot of tight 
stuff, and, on a big bike, you're just kind 
of fighting it through there." 

The Ondas/Esposito KX500 duo was 
having similar problems. 

^Our real problem was that I'm a lit- 
tle guy to begin with," Esposito said, 
"and then, with Ondas being bigger, the 
suspension was a little uneven for the 
two." 

But riding solo, even on a well-set-up 
bike, wasn't proving to be a picnic, 
either. 

“Casey Folks definitely made it a lot 
harder than last year," Davis said. "It 
was pretty intense the whole time. There 
was really no rest the whole way. I rode · 
solo last year and I won it, but it was a 
little cooler and the course wasn't this 
challenging." 

A battle for the 250cc Pro lead waged 
all the way around the second half of 
the figure 8, as KX250-mounted Steve 
Hengeveld and Oakley Lehman strug- 
gled back from a slow start and moved 
up to battle for supremacy with class 
leaders David Pearson and Bryan Folks. 

“Т made up some time in the first 








loop, and I would’ve made up some 
more, but I crashed in a big choya,” 
Hengeveld said. “But when we came in 
again at the end of Oakley’s loop, we 
were ahead of them on time by about 40 
seconds." 

The Over 30 Pro battle became a 
three-way affair between the Roesel- 
er/Healey Kawasaki, the Underwood / 
Zitterkopf KX500, and the TM-mounted 
duo of Luca Trussardi and first-time 
desert racer Gordon Ward. 

‘It’s kind of different being way out 
there in the desert," said Ward with a 
laugh. ^On a motocross course, we can 
remember the course and we know each 
corner, know what turns to make and 
stuff, but this? It's such a long course. 
It's like you've really got to have a good 
memory." 

At the end of the second half of the 
figure 8, the race was still too close to 
call. The Pearsons still had the physical 
lead, but Davis was just 20 seconds back 
on adjusted time, and the 
Esposito /Ondas entry was only two 
minutes behind in third. Abbott and 
Brown dashed through the pits in 
fourth, Roeseler and Healey screamed 
their 125cc through in fifth, and the 
Lehman/Hengeveld and Pearson/Folks 
250cc teams were less than a minute 
apart in a battle for sixth. 

Robert Marshall and Clint Braun had 
established themselves as the ones to 
beat in the 125cc Pro division, the 
Staab/Murphy Yamaha was leading a 
YZ400F piloted by Josh Wilson and 
Dave Hamel in the Four-Stroke Pro 
class, and Harden was turning heads 
with a runaway solo performance in the 
Over 40 Pro division. 

“1 was entered with Danny LaPorte, 
and early in the week he called me up 
and said he was injured and couldn't 
ride,” Harden said. “I still had an entry 
and I had a bike and I really like Laugh- 
lin, so I came anyway." 

Entrants in the Ironman class were 
only required to complete two laps of 
the course, but unintentional soloists 
such as Davis and Harden, who wanted 
to earn points in their regular class, had 
to go the entire 135 miles. 

“I ended up dehydrating myself on 
the last loop, and I didn't have anything 
left,” Davis said. "I ended up pulling 
over at a checkpoint out there. I couldn't 
see. It was all white, like I was blacking 
out. I got some water and they gave me 
grapes and some pieces of a banana. I 
tried to eat it slowly, but I ended up 
throwing up. I was out of it." 

Davis recovered enough to complete 
the course a respectable 23rd overall 
and was none the worse for wear a day 
or two later. 

The other racers battled on, unaware 
that Davis was no longer in contention, 
and, as the racers got more and more 
tired, the terrain got more and more dif- 
ficult. 

"They had 200 bikes that pre-entered, 
and they go around it and around it and 
around it,” said Nick Pearson. “It got 
rougher on the second loop, and by the 
third loop there were big old holes. It 
was tough. I'd hate to solo it, and I 
knew Davis had to be tired." 

By the third loop, the machinery was 
also starting to tire. A determined run 
by the Pearson/Folks team slowed 
when their KTM lost its rear brake and 
then lost its pep after Pearson tipped 
over and pulverized the pipe. Garth 
Sweetland, who was sharing a YZ400F 
with Mark Miller, broke a chain in his 
final loop, and the KX125 entry of Dana 
Van Stee and Matt Freeman had to dou- 
ble back to the pits for repairs to a bent 
chain guard. The Wilson/Hamel Yama- 
ha was soldiering on without benefit of 
a front brake, and Kellon Walch and 





Sean Steele had no rear brake on their 
YZ125. 

But out in front, the Pearson charge 
continued without a hitch, and Russ 
Pearson charged into the finish at high 
noon. Stopwatches clicked on and, 
when they showed that the Las Vegas 
racers were unbeatable on adjusted 
time, the celebrating began. 

“We were in a dead heat (with Davis) 
last time I got off the bike, so I rode real- 
ly hard,” Russ Pearson said. 

It wasn’t until it was time to leave the 
finish that spectators found out just how 
close the Pearsons had come to not win- 
ning. Their KTM was so low on gas, it 
refused to fire. 

Second overall went to the Ondas 
and Esposito, who completed the course 
just over three minutes behind the Pear- 
sons with a total elapsed time of four 
hours and 31 minutes. 

“I put in as hard a ride as I could, but 
that's where I wound up," said Esposi- 
to, who spent his last loop hard on the 
gas, trying to close the gap on the Pear- 
sons and stay ahead of Davis. 

The Abbott/Brown KX500 crossed 
the line just one minute behind its Team 
Green stablemate to claim third overall. 

"The bike worked awesome, but we 
just didn't seem to do it here," Abbott 
said. 

Roeseler and Healey wowed the 
spectators when they brought their 
KX125 home in fourth overall and 
nabbed the win in the Over 30 Pro divi- 
sion. 

The first 250cc Pro team to cross the 
finish was the Lehman/Hengeveld duo, 
taking fifth overall four minutes ahead 
of their nearest quarter-liter rival. 

The TM piloted by Trussardi and 
Ward crossed the finish in sixth overall 
just six-tenths of a second behind 
Lehman and Hengeveld, and Staab and 
Murphy grabbed Four-Stroke Pro hon- 
ors in seventh overall. 

Eighth overall was claimed by KTM 
250 racers Bryan Folks and David Pear- 
son, who were leading their division 
until their rear brake went out. 

“On the third loop, we were winning, 
but I got about probably four or five 
miles out and my brake went out, so I 
just kind of limped it in," Pearson said. 
"We got the brake fixed, but then I 
smashed my pipe and there was hardly 
any power, so I just kind of rode in and 
tried not to let too many people pass 
me." 

KTM-mounted Robert Marshall and 
Clint Braun took 125cc Pro honors in 
ninth.

Four-Stoke racers Josh Wilson and 
Dave Hamel rounded out the top 10 on 
their YZ400F and were followed in by 
the Jonah Street/Torsten Bostrom 
Honda, the KTM piloted by Over 30 
contenders Daryl Folks and Rick 
Bozarth, and the Over 30 entry of Scott 
Underwood and Greg Zitterkopf. 

Four-stroke racers Thomas Norton 
and Kris Keefer finished 14th overall to 
top the Expert class, just ahead of 250cc 
Experts Wade Phillips and Jacob 
Phillips. Harden completed his solo 
effort to top the Over 40 Pro division by 
23 minutes in 16th overall. 

The first Ironman to cross the finish 
was Honda-mounted Ed McCoy, and 
Michael Caudillo and Eric Caudillo 
teamed up to take the Amateur-class 
honors in 57th. см

JEREZ, SPAIN, FEB. 17-21 
à espite the nonappearance of the 
official Repsol works team, 
Honda once more ruled at the 
Andalusian circuit of Jerez in southern 
Spain during the first official European 
IRTA test of the 1999 season. 

Brazilian Alex Barros gave his new 
sponsors MoviStar Honda an early- 
season boost with the fastest lap of the 
three-day session, underlining his recent 
resurgence as a major force in the 500cc 
World Championship ranks.

Remarkably, Barros was mounted on 
an ex-Carlos Checa NSR500 with some 
1999 modifications, not the full works 
'99 machinery Mick Doohan used to set 
the circuit-best lap of 1:42.4 in December 
of 1998. Barros's 1:42.78 best on the final 
day was a mere .07 of a second ahead of 
that of another reconstructed 500cc hero, 
John Kocinski. The former 250cc World 
Champion comprehensively outper- 
formed four-time 250cc World Champi- 
on Max Biaggi, on the Italian's cast-off 
1998 Kanemoto Honda NSR. Ironically, 
at press time, Kocinski is still unsure if 
Kanemoto can raise the necessary funds 
to make the final IRTA list, while Biaggi 


swims in a vast pool of Marlboro 
money. (Teams must be able to demon- 
strate both a competitive race effort and 
the necessary sponsorship to be consid- 
ered for a regular entry in the World 
Championship.) 

Another American, Kenny Roberts Jr. 
(possibly enough of his own man now 
to dispense with the "Junior"), had an 
impressive showing in third, taking his 
Suzuki to a time of 1:43.36. Team boss 
Garry Taylor praised both Roberts and 
new team technical coordinator Warren 


- Willing for their roles in developing the 


1999 RGV500 to somewhere near its true 
potential before the season has even 


| 
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started. With Nobuatsu Aoki just scrap- 
ing into the top 10 times, a full 1.2 sec- 
onds off his new teammate's best, this 
may be the year in which another Amer- 
ican exorcises the hex that seems to have 
dogged the English-based team since 
the premature departure of 1993 World 
Champion Kevin Schwantz. 

This year may also be the year in 
which Aprilia betters its best-ever 500cc 
race finish of third, thanks to the prodi- 
gious talents of Tetsuya Harada - surely 
the best-ever rider on the RSV500 since 
its original outing in the premier GP 
class in 1994. Consistently fast in all the 
winter tests so far, Harada posted

fourth-best time at Jerez of 1:43.58, 
ahead of not only eight Japanese works 
V-fours but the other main 500cc maver- 
icks, Modenas and MuZ. 

The busiest-ever year for the Noale 
factory (with full-on efforts in 125, 250, 
Superbike and 500cc GP classes) may 
see the 500 marginalized all season long, 
but Harada is acknowledged as a master 
tactician and thus a formidable race-day 
opponent for anyone. 

The best of the three Modenas riders 
in attendance was Jean-Michel Bayle, 
who posted a mightily impressive sixth- 
fastest time of 1:43.91. The heavily re- 
worked and 15-pounds-lighter Modenas 
is a vast improvement over the previous 
bike Bayle campaigned in Team 
Roberts' rookie season of 1997. Team 
chief Chuck Aksland confirmed that the 
1999 bike is much different from last 
year's, not just due to the reduced 
weight, but also to the new chassis and 
the adoption of a full ram-air system, 
the latter complete with heavily extend- 
ed air scoops. 

The same improvement cannot yet be 
claimed on the 1999 Yamaha, as once 
more the best YZR time was set by yet 
another of 500cc racing's prodigal sons, 
Norick Abe, on a 1998 Antena 3 
machine run by the D'Antin team. 

The young but experienced Japanese 
rider has thus far dominated Yamaha's 
much-hyped signings of Max Biaggi and 
Carlos Checa, and was fifth fastest, with 
his 1:43.714 taking him three-tenths of a 
second ahead of Biaggi. Abe may be 
enjoying life outside the blinding glare of 
publicity which now follows Biaggi like a 
Messianic shroud, but the 1999 Yamaha 
has proved to be a difficult beast to set 
up for the four official works riders - the 
aforementioned Biaggi and Checa, as 
well as the retained Red Bull/WCM pair- 
ing of Simon Crafar and Regis Laconi. 

Crafar struggled badly to a very poor 
16th position, lapping at 1:45.80, com- 
pletely unable to come to terms with a 
chassis-and-tire combination which robs 
him of the feel he so successfully uti- 
lized to win the British GP in 1998 while 
running Dunlops. 

Laconi was little better in 12th place 
(1:45.01), with Biaggi (1:44.06) and 
Checa (1:44.18) seventh and eighth, 
respectively - even after trying out 1998 
equipment on the final day. 

Spaniard Juan Borja, Barros' fellow 
new boy in the MoviStar setup, put the 
last works Honda on show at Jerez into 
the top 10, with the ninth-best time of

Luca Cadalora, obviously on one of 
his better days, gave the once-more-reju- 
venated.MuZ GP team every reason for 
optimism with an 11th-best time of 
1:44.91 on his heavily revised 1999 V- 
four. The multiple 500cc GP winner was 
ably backed up by his teammate, Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh, who finished a 
mere two-tenths of a second down on 
his illustrious fellow MuZ man, and 
ahead of Crafar's works Yamaha. 

Randy Mamola, 39 years young, put 
in another sterlihg testing performance 
to hold off Suzuki test rider Yukio 
Kagayama for 14th on the time sheets. 

The privateer Honda V-twin battle 
went to 500cc rookie Markus Ober, 
closely followed by Sebastien Gimbert 
but a mile ahead of lone 500cc Brit 
Michael Rutter, who spent all three days 
gamely-wringing the neck of a woefully 
slow Millar Honda V-twin. 

Multi-time South African Champion 
Brett MacLeod had a harsh lesson in just 
how hard GPs are with his 1:47.61 for 
last place. Nearly five seconds off the 
pace, MacLeod is seen by Team Roberts 
as another possible star of the future, 
given the right coaching and opportuni- 
ties.

500cc teams, but at this rate of progress, 
Honda will again be the ones to beat in 
1999.

Aprilia took off where it left off in 
1998: with total domination of the Jerez 
250cc timesheets. The leading machines 
in 1998, the Italian V-twins took the first 
five places at Jerez, with Valentino 
Rossi breaking Max Biaggi's 4-year-old 
circuit-best time with a 1:43.96. With the 
departure of the shamed Loris

was the man of the hour as he 

went four-for-four to sweep both 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes at the 
opening round of the inaugural running 
of the California Gold Cup Motocross 
Series, held at Los Angeles County 
Raceway. 

In his first race back from a broken 
arm, Chris Neitzel reeled off the 125cc 
Pro first-moto holeshot, but his lead was 
short-lived, as both Holland and Travis 
Preston made their way around him 
within a single circuit of the jump-filled 
sand track. 

Holland put a couple of seconds on 
Preston, who was pulling away from the 
KTM of Mark Tilley and Andy Anaya, 
who ran third and fourth, respectively. 

Preston turned up the heat in the 
final laps to make Holland work for the 
first-moto win. Tilley ended up all by 
himself in third, with Anaya fourth and 
Neitzel holding on for fifth. 

Holland was untouchable in the sec- 
ond moto. He quickly put some breath- 
ing room between himself and Preston, 
who passed Tilley for second place on 
the opening lap. Preston slowly chipped 
away at Holland’s lead, but time ran out 
and Holland got to the checkers first 
with a couple of seconds to spare. Tilley 
collected the third-place money by way 
of his 3-3 score. Rich Truchinski went 7- 
4 to break a tie in points with Jason 
Dubin (6-5) and Neitzel (5-6) for fourth 
overall. 

The first 250cc Pro moto was a Hol- 
land benefit right from the drop of the 
gate. 

Holland's lead grew with each lap 
until he took the checkers with a com- 
fortable 15-second cushion. Dustin 
Evans worked his way through the field 
to take second, with Jon Nelson running 
a close third. YZ400F-mounted Tony 
Sulek finished off the moto where he 
started: in fourth. He finished just ahead 
of Anaya and Kazv Ikeda. 

Holland put his Clawson Motor- 
sports RM250 out front right from the 
drop of the gate in second-moto action 
and continued on for an uncontested 
win to sweep the class. 

"It was a good day," Holland said. 
"Preston gave me a run in the 125 class 
and kept me honest in both motos. It's 
too bad he didn't bring a 250. 

“I was real patient off the concrete 
start and got good starts," Holland 
added. "I tried to get out front and get 
away from everybody. I wish they 
would all go this way. It's so easy when 
it's going good, but it's so hard when 
it's not." 

The second-place money went to 
Nelson with a 3-2 score after holding off 
the late-moto charges of Evans. 

"It was tough out there," Nelson 
admitted. "Luckily, I got a lot better 
start that time. There was no way I was 
gonna catch Rusty. He (Evans) kept 
pushing me, and I don't think he gave 
up until the last half a lap or so." 

With a lap remaining, a bobble on the 
part of Evans let Nelson escape his 
grasp and allowed Sulek to almost catch 
Evans at the finish line. 

“I was going for him (Nelson) on the 
last lap," Evans said. "He was riding 
kind of defensively. I hit this clicker 
with a lip on it, and it almost launched 
me over the bars, so I was kind of think- 
ing third place was looking good at that 
point. So I just relaxed from there and 
finished third." 

Ito Posca dominated the 125cc Inter- 
mediate class. Posca made his way to 
the front of the pack on his YZ125 by the 





first lap of both motos and then just 
walked away from the competition. Tim 
Weigand ran second to Posca in the first 
moto but was buried in the pack off the 
second-moto start and could only man- 
age a 10th for sixth overall. Travis Smith 
came out on top of a real dogfight 
involving Jeff Eide, Chris Elliott and 
Chris Thompson to earn second overall 
with 4-2 rides. 

Thompson returned to pick up his 
own big share of the Suzuki factory con- 
tingency money by sweeping both 
motos in the 250cc Intermediate class. 
Nick Mairose held off Thompson for the 
first couple of laps of the second moto 
and would eventually earn second over- 
all via a 4-2 performance. Brandon Mil- 
stead (3-3), Kristian Blomdahl (2-6) and 
Patrick Wade (5-4) rounded out the top 
five. 

Chad Frank collected the 125cc 
Novice first-moto win by mere inches 
over Jimmy Eberle and Lucians Quin- 
tanilla. Shane Smith took the early lead 
in the second moto, while Frank was 
stuck in traffic and Eberle got involved 
in a first-turn pileup. Smith went on to 
win the moto. 

Frank was reeling in Smith but ran 
out of time, though he still earned the 
overall over a full gate of riders with a 
1-2 showing. Smith went 4-1 for second

over Mangus Jurfen and Johnny Urban, 
with Eberle passing nearly 20 riders to 
go 2-11 for fifth overall. 

Double class winners included Cobra- 
mounted Nic Paluzzi, who won all four 
motos that he entered to top the Pee Wee 
(4-6) and Super Pee Wee classes. 

Andres Quintanilla aced both rounds 
of 125cc Beginner action for the win. 
Then he used consistent 2-2 rides in the 
250cc class to get the better of individual 
moto winners Chris Taylor and Jake 
Smith. см

WEDGEFIELD, SC, JAN. 31 
pr ranklin Ramey III took the win at 
Е“ Sumter Enduro, round nine of 
the SETRA Enduro Series. Ramey 
dropped 11 points to score the win - one 
less than KTM riders Allen Gravitt and 
Jason Chancey, who finished second 
and third when the cards were tallied. 

“This was a good, tough race,” said 
Ramey. “I was determined to win today. 
I had a few problems with flats, but I 
had fun.” 

The course threw some tough terrain 
at the riders, from deep sand whoops to 
supertight pines. The typical South Car- 
olina enduro covered 63 actual ground 
miles, divided into six points-taking sec- 
tions: three before the gas and three 
after. It was held in the Manchester State 
Forest, just outside Wedgefield, and 
rains threatened the area all day. 
Cloudy, overcast skies kept the temper- 
atures down in the upper 40s for most of 
the day. 

The first section took riders straight 
into the woods from the start. It was 9 
miles. long and went from tight to fairly 
open trail. Ramey took charge early and 
posted the fast time with a one-point 
loss. Gravitt and Chancey dropped two 
points. Team Green's Ashley Brewer 
and Husaberg's Michael Grizzle 
dropped three. 

“As usual, Franklin (Ramey) beat me 
in the first section again," said Gravitt. 
^I should have had a one." 

"Franklin just outrode me in the first 
section," said Chancey. "I rode good, 
didn't have any problems. Franklin just 
rode better." 

It was Ramey's first ride on his new 
bike, and he was pushing it. A reset fol- 
lowed, and then there was a 6-mile sec- 
tion before the auxiliary gas stop. The 
trail was mostly new, and tight enough 
to claim two points from the AA riders. 

After another reset, it was on to the 
check-in at 36 miles. It was the longest 
section of the day, which consisted of 16 
miles of trail littered with sand whoops. 
The trail zigzagged in and around a 
creek with some hilly, rocky terrain and 
ended up in a fast, open area. Ramey 
has had his share of bad luck this year, 
and this race would be no exception: He 
got a rear flat a short way into the sec- 
tion. 

“T noticed the flat after about five 
miles or so and just tried to ride as best 
as I could with it," said Ramey. "It was 
pretty squirrelly. The rim locks didn't 
seem to be working." 

Gravitt cranked it up a notch and 
posted the fast time with a four. 

“I knew I had to gain some time on 
Franklin," said Gravitt. ^I just picked 
things up. I like the longer sections." 

Ramey, Chancey and Brewer all 
dropped five points, and Grizzle scored 
a six. 

“I got lazy in that long section," said 
Chancey. ^I should have done better. I 
just didn't push it hard enough." 

From there, it was on to the gas stop. 

Ramey and his pit crew managed to 
get his tire changed with time to spare. 
The check-in was at 67 route miles and 
started out as a timekeeping section. It 
was open and fast with a lot of whoops, 
but short at only 7 miles. Ramey burned 
the check-out by two minutes, Grizzle 
by one, and Gravitt and Chancey zeroed 
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it. The club checked the mileage on the 
check-out placement and found it to be 
wrong. Luckily for Ramey and Grizzle, 
the check was thrown out before any 
protests were made. 

Section five was another fast trail that 
required good timekeeping skills. The 
trail was full of stumps due to recent 
thinning by the forestry service. All the 
AA riders cleaned the section, but 
Ramey had more problems. 

“I got another flat," said Ramey. “I 
got on the gas hard and the tire spun on 
the rim. It caused me to take a trip off 
the trail and I smashed up my pipe pret- 
ty good. Terry Cunningham, the Gas 
Gas team manager, gave me his whole 
rear wheel at the reset. It ended his ride, 
but I couldn’t have gone on without it. 
We did some checking, and the rims on 
the new bike are wider than on my pre- 
vious one. We had rim locks in the 
wheel that were too narrow; they 
weren't working at all. When I would 
get on the gas hard, the tire would spin 
on the rim and eventually rip out the 
valve stem." 

The final section of the day was close 
to 12 miles long. It started in a very tech- 
nical area with plenty of roots and 
rocks, then blended into tighter terrain. 
The tight stuff was almost a mile and a 
half long, with a tie-breaker check at the 
end. All the AA riders dropped three 
points. Chancey had the fast time with a 
3:03. KTM rider Doug Masencup was on 
the gas to match Chancey with a 3:03. 
Gravitt finished the section with a 3:05. 
Ramey did a 3:15, and Brewer a 3:24. 

"That last section was tight - some of

the tightest stuff I've ridden in a while," 
said Gravitt. "I had some trouble pass- 
ing in spots, and I think that cost me 
some time." 

Chancey had a few problems himself. 

“Т fell hard right at the start of the 
trail," said Chancey. "I just got all 
crossed up and high-sided. Robbie Nee- 
ley was on my row, and he caught me. I 
got going again but couldn't make that 
time back up." 

The win widens the points spread 
between Ramey and Chancey. The top 
A rider for the day was Daniel Morrison 
Jr., riding in the 250cc class. Morrison 








and Kawasaki rider Steven Smith 
matched scores, but Morrison got Smith 
on the tie breaker. 

KTM-mounted Kim Watson took the 
overall B honors with a score of 21. He 
dominated the B classes all day. For the 
overall in the C class, Scott Mount was 
in a league of his own with a 21. Scott 
rode a KTM and, with scores matching 
the top B-class riders, he will not stay a 
C rider long. см

McMurrich 
Triumphant

outhern Arizona’s Ocotillo Race- 
S played host to round four of 

the AMX North/South Shootout 
Series, and Justin McMurrich took full 
advantage of the perfect conditions to 
win the Pro class over a pack of hungry 
competitors. 

With.more than 250 racers locked in 
a serious points chase, it was clear after 
practice that the event would prove to 
be a big day for everyone. The feature 
race of the day started with a bang as 
McMurrich grabbed а holeshot aboard 
his CR250, ahead of Ryan Mortensen's 
YZ400, Kyle Killebrew's YZ250, and the 
rest of the talented pack. The McMur- 
rich/Mortensen duel picked up right 
where it left off the weekend before at 
round three as the two riders battled for 
the early lead. Killebrew was not about 
to let them get away, and neither was 
fourth-placed Ben Shank, as the pair 
turned up the wick to make it a four- 
way battle for the lead. The top four rac- 
ers set a torrid pace, pulling away from 
fifth-placed Todd McRee's KX. 

Having suffered some bad arm 
pump in the Over 25 Pro moto, McMur- 
rich knew he had to pull out a lead so he 
could relax, ride smooth lines, and con- 
centrate. By the end of lap two, it had all 
come together for McMurrich, because 
he had a straightaway lead. Not so for 
Mortensen, as he had all he could han- 
dle from a hard-charging Killebrew, 
who was riding like a man possessed. 
Shank, who was also stepping it up, 
showed Killebrew a wheel on every lap. 

The fourth and fifth laps had the 
crowd holding its breath, as the trio 
came into every corner grouped togeth- 
er. McMurrich had a four-second lead as 
Shank was pressuring Killebrew for the 
second position all around the track. 
Killebrew, however, was on a mission 
and holding him off. Shank's YZ400 
pulled slightly ahead over the 70-foot 
tabletop, and he managed to close the 
door on Killebrew. 

It was not to be, though, as Shank 
applied too much pressure on the front 
tire, washed out and went down, giving 
second immediately back to Killebrew 
and third to Mortensen. He managed to 
keep the bike running and rejoin the 
race, but, with only two laps remaining, 
it would takea miracle to recover. 

At the finish line, it was McMurrich 
styling to the win, Killebrew second and 
Mortensen third. Shank rounded out the 
top four. 

"I was glad to have pulled an early 
lead so I could relax and ride my own 
race," said McMurrich. "I'm triple-class- 
ing today, working on my arm pump, so 
I'm sure the second moto's going to be 
the real battle." 

As the riders were getting ready to 
start moto two, Shank appeared to be 
quietly focused. 

"It took me a while to get going that 
first moto, this being my first look at the 
track," said Shank. "I like going 20 or 30 
minutes, but I'll be ready for this moto. 
Nine laps go by quick, so the start will 
be the key." 

Killebrew grabbed the holeshot to 
start moto two, with McMurrich, 
Mortensen, Shank and the pack in tow. 





Killebrew seemed to enjoy the view up 
front, and he held a quick pace to lead 
the first couple of laps. McMurrich 
made his move on lap three, pulling 
alongside Killebrew coming out of the 
"Pit." They rubbed all the way around 
the decreasing-radius right-hander, 
chatting like bench-racing Vets, until 
McMurrich made the horsepower stick 
to pass in the following straight. Shank 
saw the pass and knew it was time to 
go. He made the pass on Mortensen 
down the expressway to take over third 
and challenge Killebrew. With Shank 


pressuring him from the triple on, Kille- 


brew was a busy man, trying to pass 
McMurrich and hold off Shank. McMur- 
rich bobbled and went down, advancing 
Shank and Mortensen a position. 

Shank closed the gap by lap five and 
was challenging for the lead. The riders 
battled for the lead, with McMurrich’s 
nimble two-stroke gaining an advantage 
through the whoops and tight sections 
and Shank’s ground pounder closing 
through the big outdoor sections and 
sweeping turns. 

It proved to be a duel to the finish, as 
neither rider could gain an advantage 
over the other. The white flag came out, 
and the battle heated up to boiling. 
Shank showed a wheel to McMurrich 
through the first turn and then went 
wide around the following turn, to no 
avail. McMurrich hit the triple totally 
pinned and pulled several bike lengths 
as Shank came up just a bit short. Shank 
pushed hard and pulled back up to chal- 
lenge coming out of the “Pit,” attempt- 
ing the pass around the decreasing 
radius. They went side by side down the 
straightaway, over the next two obsta- 
cles and into the whoops. Shank con- 
trolled the inside line and made the 
clean pass in the tight left-hander com- 
ing out and took the checkers. McMur- 
rich settled for second and Mortensen 
finished third. Todd McRee finished 
fourth, followed by Tom Franz. 

“I really wanted to win that second 
moto," McMurrich said. “Shank did a 
great job pulling up on me through the 
whoops that last lap. I had a great time 
racing him, though, and I look forward 
to the next time." см

t was a banner day for Team Primal 
[impuise/suzuki backed Michael 

Brandes, who performed his own ver- 
sion of moto “four play” by sweeping 
each and every moto he entered en 
route to both the 125 and 250cc Pro-class 
victories during round four of the CMC 
Golden State Nationals, held at the Bad- 
lands Raceway.

Team Green's Brett Racine was up 
for the challenge all day long and scored 
an impressive second overall behind 
Brandes, while Team Moto XXX-backed 
Travis Preston took his RM250 to the 
podium with a strong 2-3 showing for 
third overall. 








The second moto had all the ingredi- 
ents of an epic motocross battle after 
Brandes and Smail gated first and sec- 
ond. Brandes jumped out to an early 
lead only to come under a heated attack 
by Smail, who closed in on Brandes lap 
after lap. 

Though Smail seemed starved for 
horsepower, he made up for it in deter- 
mination, pushing the envelope by 
gassing it longer down the straight- 
away, diving deeper into the turns and 
flying lower and further off the jumps. 

Smail put up a respectable fight for 
the length of the race, but in the end 
Brandes kept a cool head and a steady 
throttle and went on for the moto and 
overall victory in front of Smail, Steve 
Andrich, Espen Blikstad and Brad 
Hagseth. 

“He (Brandes) is the king of outdoor 
tracks” said 125cc Schoolboy-class win- 
ner Sean Hamblin. "I rode with him all 
week, and he's awesome on outdoor 
tracks like this one." 

Obviously, some of Brandes' great 
riding rubbed off on Hamblin this week, 
as he posted the win in the Schoolboy 
division and took runner-up honors in 
the 125cc Intermediate class behind 
Team Green's R.J. Thompson. 

Mike Collier turned a potentially bad 
situation into a winning proposition by 
borrowing a professional's bike for his 
day of racing. 

^Our race bike seized during Satur- 
day's practice session," Collier said. “1 
borrowed a pro's race bike today and 
ended up winning." 

Collier topped the charts in the 250cc 
Intermediate class in front of George 
Merry, D.J. Umphries, Travis Smith and 
Randy Norman. 

The Mini classes saw close battles in 
almost every moto this weekend, right 
down to the youngest of competitors - 
as in the 50cc division for 4- to 6-year- 
olds, in which Nic Paluzzi and Blake 
Baggett had a knock-down, drag-out 
battle in both motos. The win went to 
Paluzzi on his John Burr-backed Cobra. 

The dynamic duo of Bruce Ruther- 
ford and Donnie Kearney dominated 
the 50cc (7-8) class by taking their flam- 
ing-orange KTMs to a one-two finish in 
front of Webb Massey, Chris Bradshaw 
and newly signed Maxima rider Kyle 
Smith.

GFI California Winter Series North, Round 3 


Holland 
doubles up

usty Holland left no room for 
Ricci as he cleaned house in both 

the 125 and 250cc Pro classes at 
round three of the GFI California Winter 
Series. The scene was the scenic Hollis- 
ter Hills Raceway, and with a good 
soaking of rain earlier in the week, the 
track promoters did their best to turn 
mud into ridable soil. The result was not 
too bad on race day, though ruts did 
keep riders constantly searching for new 
lines that would give them an edge. In 
the end, Holland proved to have the 
best strategy. 

“I wanted to pull out a sizable lead 
early on so that no one would see my 
lines," Holland said. "Apparently it 
worked." 

That it did, as the Honda-mounted 
rider finished with a comfortable cush- 
ion in both 250cc motos. 








In the first 250cc Pro moto, Danny 
Paladino got the holeshot, with Holland 
in tow, followed by Jeff Northrop, Dean 
Matson and Paul Temmerman. Jeff Pes- 
tana and his Suzuki were left on the 
ground as the pack moved on, as he and 
Mark Workentine got tangled up. 

Up front, Holland quickly passed 
Paladino on the ensuing left-hand turn 
and promptly opened up a huge lead 
that increased lap after lap. Paladino 
then fell victim to Northrop, who 
appeared early on to have enough speed 
to mount a charge on Holland. Holland, 
however, kept Northrop at bay. 

Back in the pack was round-two win- 
ner Naoki Serizawa, who was recover- 
ing from a fall earlier in the moto. Ser- 
izawa put on a charge that quickly 
moved him through the 10-rider field to 
take over sixth at the halfway point. Pes- 
tana also put on an incredible charge 
after his crash, moving his way past Ser- 
izawa and into fifth by the halfway 
point. Matson ran fourth, but he slowly 
faded, as did Temmerman, allowing 
Pestana and Serizawa to move up and 
secure third and fourth. 

Meanwhile, Paladino held his ground 
in fifth, with Dustin Bloomfield a distant 
sixth. As the moto wound down, Hol- 
land appeared to go into cruise control 
for the last two laps, taking an easy win, 
with Northrop sailing over the finish- 
line jump in second, followed by Pes- 
tana, Serizawa and Paladino. 

“1 really wanted to win today,” said 
Holland. “I took a third at Perris Race- 
way last week and needed a win today. 
I thought my bike was messing up at the 
end and I kind of slowed down a little." 

Northrop was pleased with his finish 
as well. 

"The start was very soft and I just 
stayed to the inside of Matson," said 
Northrop. “I got stuck behind Paladino 
for a while and then he hit a braking 
bump that sent his back tire up pretty 
high. I passed him on the inside, up in 
the tree section, and then found Holland 
was too far gone.” 

Pestana put in the toughest ride of 
the day, however. 

“On the start, Matson stood me up 
and Workentine rammed me and the 
next thing I knew, I was on the ground,” 
said Pestana. “My clutch lever got 
pushed way down, and after I got going 
again, I picked off riders one by one.” 

The 125cc Pro moto saw Holland rail 
the first turn with a huge holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Terry Bostard, Matson, Pes- 
tana and Northrop. Holland quickly 
found the lines he had used in the 250cc 


moto and once again opened up a cush- : 


ion. Pestana, taking advantage of a better 
start than he had managed in the 250cc 
moto, quickly made his way around 
Bostard on the first uphill section and 
then took an inside line on Matson in the 
back section of the track to take over sec- 
ond. Northrop tried to follow Pestana, 
taking the same inside line on Matson, 
but the result was disastrous. Northrop 
hit the ground, remounting with an 
apparent clutch-lever problem. Howev- 
er, Northrop did not give up, and a few 
laps later he was back up to race speed, 
eventually finishing seventh. 

Up front, Holland was running away 
from the pack. A battle between Matson 
and Bostard for third saw both riders in 
tight formation for several laps until 
Bostard made his move. As the two 
came into view of the spectator area, 
Bostard passed Matson and set his 
sights on Pestana. Pestana was on a pace 
that saw him gaining ground on Hol- 
land, and he had no plans of having 
Bostard join him. Back in fifth, Paladino 
continued to hold off the charges of 
Bloomfield and Serizawa: Serizawa then 





made a move on Bloomfield on the big 
horseshoe turn, only to go down two 
turns later. Bloomfield put on a late 
charge on Paladino but ran out of time. 

The checkers came out to greet Hol- 
land, who ended up finishing well 
ahead of second-placed Pestana. Bostard 
took a well-deserved third, followed by 
Matson and Paladino. 

“I think I was reeling in Holland at 
about the halfway point, but my arms 
began to pump up a little,” said Pestana. 
“Holland was going fast out there.” 

Bostard was thrilled with his third- 
place finish. 

“1 got a decent start and reeled in 
Matson,” said Bostard. “After that, I 
tried to ride smooth. Those guys were 
going really fast out there, but I felt pret- 
ty fast on the 125.” см

While Web- 
ster had close competition all weekend from 
Suzuki-mounted Adam Metzler, Webster’s wins 
were impressive. 

Metzler and Webster battled in both of Fri- 
day’s Supermini contests, in which Webster 
absconded with the first-moto holeshot. Webster 
beat Metzler to the finish after quickly getting 
away from the field. For Metzler, though, it was 
a frustrating ride: He started poorly and then 
spent the entire moto carving through traffic to 
overtake Travis McMackin late in the moto for 
second. Metzler stepped up his performance in 
moto two to net the overall win, ahead of Web- 
ster and Alex Hill, via a 2-1 tally. 

Scheel's 125cc win on Friday night was also 
impressive. Not only did the Intermediate rider 
win by a large margin, he also beat a field of 
Professional riders en route to a 1-1 win. Anoth- 
er stellar. performance was logged by Keith 
Kadell. Kadell, a Junior-ranked rider, was the 
second-place finisher in the moto on his Suzuki, 
finishing ahead of Pros Ryan Hagemann and 
Eric Cleveland and the second-placed Interme- 
diate, Sean Richardson. - 

Scheel again broke free from traffic early on 
in the second moto to convincingly dominate for 











a 1-1 sweep ahead of the seasoned Pros, Hage- 
mann and KTM-mounted Cleveland. Hagemann 
won the Pro portion, taking the top money over 
Cleveland, who was followed by Yamaha rider 
Matt Williams. By virtue of his 3-2 placings, 
Williams netted second Intermediate overall, 
ahead of Richardson. 

Kadell later came back to easily win the 
Before The Hill Junior class on Friday night, 
besting Yamaha riders Cory Johnson and Aaron 
Tunnell. Tunnell scored a win in the same class 
on Saturday night. 

Webster's Saturday double win included his 
Supermini victory ahead of Metzler and Cody 
Buyas.

Ledbetter 
battled it out with Rusty Mansaneres, Devries, 
Nick Vance and Jason Champagne for second. It 
was a tough-fought battle, with back-and-forth 
passes along the freeway and down into the new 
straightaway before the finish line. 

In the end, Boham took first and the overall, 
while Ledbetter held second and Devries 
snagged third from Vance just before the finish. 

Beyd held fifth. 

In an interview in the pits, Boham said she 
was excited about the win, as this would get her 
closer to her goal of advancing to the amateur 
level in mini racing.

Engel excellent at 
REM Glen Helen MX

Rob Engel powered to two runaway moto victo- 
ries en route to his overall win in the always- 
competitive Vet Intermediate class during Rac- 
ing Enterprises Motosports' weekly Saturday 
Motocross held at Glen Helen Raceway Park. 

At the start of the first moto, it was Engel out 
front with the holeshot. Dirk Davidow posi- 
tioned his KX250 in second, while Rodney Mor- 
rison held down third. The fourth position was 
filled by Gary Harada, and Fred Nichols ran in 
fifth as the racers finished their first circuit. 
Right from the start, it was obvious that Engel 
would be a bit much for the class on the day, as 
he had opened up a 15-second margin by the 
third lap. Davidow still held second, some three 
seconds in front of Morrison. Harada bobbled 
on lap four and dropped back to sixth. The racer 
on the move was Yamaha pilot Brad Diez, as the 
Motoworld /Clairmont Cycle Supply /KMY 
Motorsports-backed rider had scooted his YZ250 
up to the fourth spot after a poor start. Just after 
the halfway mark in the moto, Davidow made a 
mistake in the same section of track that had 
claimed Harada earlier, and he dropped back to 
fifth. 

Meanwhile, out front, Engel continued to pull 
away. Morrison still held second, but Diez had 
caught Nichols, and the two Yamaha riders were 
engaged in a duel that brought them right up to 











Morrison's red rear fender. Just as the white flag 
came out, both Nichols and Diez made the pass 
on Morrison and pushed him back to the fourth 
slot. At the checkers, it was Engel taking the moto 
win. Nichols held off the last-lap charges of Diez 
to secure the second spot. 

When the second moto got under way, once 
again Engel was out front on his White Brothers- 
sponsored YZ250. Morrison also gated well, and 
he shoved his CR250 into the second spot. Davi- 
dow positioned his machine in third, while Diez 
held fourth and Harada fifth as the pack came 
through the scoring section for the first time. 

Just like the first time around, Engel put his 
Pro-level skills on display early, as he was more 
than 20 seconds in front by the halfway point of 
the moto. Davidow held firm in second after. 
passing Morrison on the third lap. Diez was also 
moving up, as he put the pass on Morrison just 
after the halfway mark in the moto and took 
over the third position. Over the next few laps, 
Diez began to cut into Davidow's hold on sec- 
ond. Just when it appeared there would be a 
good race for second place, misfortune struck 
Diez. The Yamaha rider was forced to slow dra- 
matically after losing the use of his rear brake, 
the victim of a bent rotor. 

At the checkers, it was Engel coasting in for 
another moto win. With Diez off his back, Davi- 
dow rode in comfortably for the runner-up spot, 
while Morrison made a last-lap pass of the limp- 
ing Diez to claim third. On the day, Engel was 
the overall victor after posting 1-1 finishes. Davi- 
dow was next best, as his 5-2 scores earned him 
second, while Morrison rounded out the top 
three with his 4-3 tally.

y mom is a third-grade teacher, 
М:: girlfriend is а high-school 

English teacher, one of my desert- 
racing friends is a Spanish teacher, my 
sister is in her final year of college and 
has aspirations of being an ‘English 
teacher, and during my early futile 
attempts at moto journalism, I came 
dangerously close to giving up the pen 
and camera for a grade book and a piece 
of chalk. Not that I think a job in the 
teaching profession is prosaic, ascetic, 
banal or even insipid, but my real fervor 
has always been two-wheeled. In fact, if 
for some inevitable reason I had to find 
another line of work, it would be a 
didactic pursuit in the field of English. 

I guess you could say I was blessed 
with a candid, eccentric public-school 
education. Sure, much of the time I was 
indifferent and dispassionate about certain 
assignments, as teenagers often are, but 
apathetic and provincial adolescents can 
only go so far, which was lucid even 
through the eyes of a negligent kid. Of 
course, some teachers well-versed in the 
profound could keep a dogmatic, reticent 
student of guile, such as myself, volun- 
tary and diligent simply by giving the 
class an opportunity to vacillate on their 
own. Especially when it came to scruti- 
nizing something we read or were sup- 
posed to read. 

Take Ms. Mitchell, for example, my 
12th-grade English composition teacher. 
To deter the class from becoming languid, 
she often incited class conversation, 
encouraging us to assess the importance 
of a college education. Usually anarchy 
would ensue as some of my peers 
would disparage higher education and 
others would explain the disparity of 
income between a college-educated and 
a non-college-educated person. After a 
while, someone would become too bel- 
ligerent and Ms. Mitchell would end all 
verbal dissent by assigning some sort of 
written explanation on the issue. She 
did this many times throughout the 
school year, although she always 
seemed very impartial and objective, most 
likely for the benefit of the less-fortunate 
graduating seniors in the class, but I still

couldn’t understand how an educator 
could stand up in front of the class and 
be so ambiguous about something so rele- 
vant as college. I liked her, though, prob- 
ably because she went to a Bob Dylan 
concert and called me at home before 
she left to see if I wanted a T-shirt. 

Anyway, controversial class discus- 
sions were never redundant because I 
was a punk kid 
who wouldn’t com- 
ply with most any- 
thing, and at the 
time I couldn’t get 
enough dissent and 
disdain in my life. I 
thrived on depravi- 
ty. One day I 
would advocate col- 
lege and the next 
denounce it just to 
squander time and 
shake up the bal- 
ance in class. Com- 
placent and 
eloquent, Y solemnly 
knew I was headed 
for the local Cal 
State the summer 
after high school 
graduation. 

Ms. Mitchell’s 
obscure and subtle 
enigma finally con- 
ciliated us at the 
end of the school 
year when we were 
all required to turn 
in a profound yet 
tentative research 
paper on our cho- 
sen career goals. 
Since I was so pious 
about motorcy- 
cling, I chose to 
innovate and write 
an astute report on 
becoming a journalist for a motorcycle 
publication. Go figure. Just for the 
record, the report was not austere by any 
means. It was as aesthetic as a high 
school report can be, provocative and 
rather incessant, since I thought I knew 
so much about the topic. 
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Anyway, contro- 
versial class dis- 
cussions were 
never redundant 
because I was a 
punk kid who 
wouldn't comply 
with most any- 
thing, and at the 
time I couldn't get 
enough dissent 
and disdain in my 


life. 


Most everyone turned in an acute, 
solemn account of their career aspira- 
tions, which, Ms. Mitchell expediently 
pointed out, all required a college edu- 
cation. The horror. After an entire year 
of abstract heresy and diverse derision con- 
sidering the college topic, the resolution 
was finally conspicuous. The provincial 
discord was over. There was nothing left 
to repudiate. Every- 
one's dreams of 
prodigal fame and 
fortune straight out 
of school were 
ephemeral and not 
very. pragmatic, 
unless they were 
Shaun Palmer or 
Jeremy McGrath. 
Even Michael Jor- 
dan went to college. 

Meanwhile, 
even though I knew 
I was going to 
attend college, part- 
ly due to pressure 
from my parents, I 
still avoided read- 
ing anything I 
didn't want to, 
mainly because I 
revered all the 
motorcycle maga- 
zines that would fill 
my mailbox at cer- 
tain times of the 
month. I was infa- 
mous for bringing 
the latest issue of 
Cycle News, Dirt 
Rider or even 
Rolling Stone to 
school and secretly 
reading it during 
class. I had to do 
something to allevi- 
ate and temper the 
hypocrisy of class lectures, or so I 
thought. 

I can't even begin to discern the 
amount of contempt that my parents had 
for my magazine addiction. To augment 
the situation, I had a subscription to just 
about every rag under the sun. They

thought it was virulent and superficial 
and they certainly didn't condone it, 
although my dad read them as well. I 
later found out that they had an ironic 
little scheme going on behind my back. 
In order for my dad to get first dibs and 
to prevent me from taking the periodi- 
cals to school, my mom would hide 
whatever the mailman brought until Fri- 
day, giving me roughly three days to 
read each one cover to cover.
